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Mass .  Health  Officials  Oppose  Mandatory  Testing 

Medical  Editor  Revises  AIDS  Testing  Remark

BOSTON  —  “I  think  there 
ought  to  be  mandatory  [HTLV- 
III]  testing  now,”  said  Dr.  Arnold 
Reiman,  editor  of  the  New 
England  Journal  of  Medicine,  ad¬ 
dressing  an  AIDS  forum  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  American  Society  of 
Law  and  Medicine.  Reiman’s 
statement  at  the  April  3  meeting 
has  been  criticized  by  colleagues 
as  unthinking,  impractical  and  un¬ 
ethical.  The  statement  comes  in 
the  wake  of  a  call  for  mandatory 
HTLV-III  testing  in  California  by 
Gov.  George  Deukmejian’s  ad¬ 
ministration. 

Reiman  has  since  retracted  his 
earlier  statement,  insisting  that  his 
remarks  about  testing  were  taken 
out  of  context  by  Boston  Globe 
reporter  Richard  A.  Knox.  The 
Globe  ran  a  story  the  day  after  the 
conference  headlined  ‘‘Medical 
editor  calls  for  mandatory  AIDS 
test.”  Reiman,  in  a  GCN  inter¬ 
view,  refuted  the  coverage:  ‘‘I  was 
asked  if  in  ten  years  the  [AIDS] 
epidemic  was  not  under  control

NEW  YORK  —  Just  15 
days  after  the  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  bill  was  signed  into  law 
here,  a  city  council  committee  has 
approved  an  amendment  exemp¬ 
ting  owner-occupied  dwellings  of 
up  to  four  units  from  its  provi¬ 
sions.  Further,  a  backlash  of  viol¬ 
ence  has  forced  one  supporter  of 
the  new  law  to  seek  police  protec¬ 
tion  after  his  property  was  van¬ 
dalized  and  his  safety  threatened. 

This  city’s  lesbian  and  gay 
rights  bill  was  passed  by  a  vote  of 
21-14  on  March  20.  The  bill, 
which  was  signed  into  law  by 
Mayor  Edward  I.  Koch  on  April 
2,  prohibits  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  sexual  orientation  in  em¬ 
ployment,  housing,  and  public 
accommodations. 

The  amendment  altered  another 
new  bill,  Intro.  576,  which  was 
introduced  April  10  by  General 
Welfare  Committee  Chair  Sam 
Horwitz.  Horwitz  introduced  the 
bill  at  the  request  of  Mayor  Koch. 
Intro.  576  would  amend  two 
different  parts  of  the  city’s 
Human  Rights  Law.  Although 
Local  Law  2  does  not  require  em¬ 
ployers  to  establish  “affirmative 
action  quotas  based  on  sexual 
orientation,”  Intro.  576  would 
add  prohibition  of  affirmative  ac¬ 
tion  “goals  and  timetables”  as 
well.  Further,  it  would  make  ex¬ 
plicit  that  the  gay  and  lesbian 
rights  law  would  not  require 
schools  to  teach  about  homosex¬ 
uality. 

The  amendment  to  Intro.  576 
increases  the  number  of  units  a 
dwelling  can  include  and  remain 
exempt  from  abiding  by  the  new 
sexual  orientation  statute. 
Currently,  resident  owners  of  two- 
family  houses  are  permitted  to  dis¬ 
criminate.  The  amendment,  which 
was  passed  by  the  General 
Welfare  committee  by  a  vote  of 
4-3,  would  increase  the  number  of 
units  to  four.  The  full  council  is 
expected  to  consider  Intro.  576  as 
amended  on  May  6. 

One  hour  prior  to  approving  the 


and  millions  of  people  were 
[HTLV-III]  infected,  [would  I  ad¬ 
vocate]  more  drastic  steps  to  iden¬ 
tify  everyone  infected  in  the  most 
exposed  groups?  It  was  a  theoreti¬ 
cal  question  and  I  gave  a  theoreti¬ 
cal  answer.  I  merely  mentioned 
[mandatory  testing]  as  a  possible 
measure  to  protect  society.” 

Asked  to  clarify  his  current 
position  regarding  HTLV-III  test¬ 
ing,  Reiman  said,  “If  we  had  an 
epidemic  that  was  out  of  control, 
we  could  tell  people  in  certain  oc¬ 
cupations  [prostitutes  who  test 
HTLV-III  positive]  obvious  things 
like:  you  are  infected  and  you  are 
a  menace  to  other  people.  Here 
are  things  you  can  do  to  prevent 
the  disease  [such  as  condoms].” 
Reiman  said  he  would  consider 
AIDS  at  epidemic  proportions  if  it 
spread  significantly  into  the 
heterosexual  population.  In  this 
event,  said  Reiman,  “there  are  ob¬ 
vious  disadvantages  that  man¬ 
datory  testing  has.  Those  disad¬ 
vantages  would  have  to  be  balanc- 


provisions  of  Intro.  576,  the  coun¬ 
cil  defeated  anti-gay  council 
member  Noach  Dear’s  proposed 
bill,  which  would  have  allowed 
discrimination  in  six-unit  owner- 
occupied  dwellings. 

The  day  before  the  debate  and 
vote,  Koch  announced  a  proposal 
to  rezone  45  percent  of  the  city  to 
increase  the  number  of  unit-dwell¬ 
ings  that  can  be  built  from  two 
units  to  four. 

In  addition  to  these  amend¬ 
ments,  opponents  of  new  lesbian 
and  gay  rights  are  using  a  range  of 
tactics  to  eliminate  the  law  alto¬ 
gether.  A  public  referendum  is  be¬ 
ing  proposed  which  would  amend 
the  city  charter  to  prohibit  legisla¬ 
tion  regarding  sexual  orientation. 
A  Conservative  Party  spokesman 
said  language  on  the  referendum 
would  be  ready  by  April  20.  Fur¬ 
ther,  Coalition  for  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Rights  (CLGR)  attorney 
Christopher  Lynn  reports  that  the 
Roman  Catholic  Archdiocese 
plans  to  file  a  lawsuit  claiming  the 
legislation  infringes  on  people’s 
right  to  practice  their  religion. 

A  religious  figure  in  the  rights 
struggle,  Rev.  Wendell  Foster, 
had  to  be  given  an  armed  police 
guard  on  April  10.  An  ordained 
minister  in  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  who  represents  the  High 
Bridge  section  of  the  Bronx  in  the 
city  council,  Foster  overcame  reli¬ 
gious  objections  and  voted  against 
discrimination  in  the  March  20 
decision  on'  Law  2.  Foster’s 
church  was  recently  robbed  and 
vandalized  by  an  intruder  who 
wrote  “Intro.  2”  on  a  basement 
wall.  Windows  were  removed 
from  Foster’s  car,  and  his  home 
and  personal  safety  were  threaten¬ 
ed  by  an  anonymous  caller. 

Rights  bill  sponsor,  council 
member  Miriam  Friedlander,  call¬ 
ed  this  damage  and  other  “threats 
based  on  voting  on  the  bill  .  .  . 
unfortunate  [but]  not  surprising.” 
“Some  of  the  worst  violence  has 
been  committed  in  the  name  of 
religion,”  she  declared. 


ed  against  urgent  social  need.” 

Reiman,  who  has  not  engaged 
in  AIDS  research,  said  his  know¬ 
ledge  of  AIDS  is  “based  on  what  I 
read  and  what  I  am  told.” 

AIDS  activist,  Dr.  Marshall 
Forstein,  said  he  did  not  believe 
Reiman  was  quoted  out  of  con¬ 
text,  “he  spoke  out  of  context.” 
Describing  Reiman  as  “usually  a 
thoughtful  man,”  Forstein  told 
GCN  Reiman  “did  not  realize  the 
implications  of  what  he  was  say¬ 
ing”  and  was  pushed  into  making 
the  statement  by  a  question  from 
conference  organizer  Dr.  Aubrey 
Melinsky. 

Regarding  mandatory  testing, 
Forstein  said,  “If  you  test  every¬ 
one,  you  have  to  have  a  surveil¬ 
lance  system.  You  have  to  intrude 
into  people’s  privacy,  sex  lives  and 
drug-taking  habits.  The  magni¬ 
tude  of  this  surveillance  system, 
from  a  practical  point  of  view,  is 
ridiculous.  It’s  morally  reprehen¬ 
sible  to  think  about  violating  the 
rights  of  everyone  because  a  few 
people  spread  [AIDS]  through 
very  deliberate  behavior.” 

Dr.  James  Curran,  director  of 
AIDS  activities  at  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  (CDC)  in  Atlan¬ 
ta,  also  believes  Reiman  was 
caught  off  guard  by  Melinsky’s 
question.  However,  in  a  phone 
interview  with  GCN,  Curran  said 
he  found  Reiman’s  response  “in¬ 
structive”  because  it  illustrates 
that  “there  is  still  not  the  kind  of 
understanding  [of  AIDS  and 
HTLV-III  testing]  at  all  levels.” 
Curran  said  the  CDC  is  opposed

AMHERST,  MA  —  About  350 
lesbians  and  gay  men  protested  an 
appearance  by  professional 
homophobe  and  discredited 
psychologist  Paul  Cameron  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  on 
April  1 1 .  Cameron  was  invited  to 
appear  by  editors  of  the 
Minuteman,  a  Dartmouth 
Review- style,  right-wing  paper, 
during  this  western  Massachusetts 
school’s  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Awareness  Week. 

A  coalition  of  p  ogressive,  gay 
and  lesbian,  and  third-world 
groups  organized  the  protest  dur¬ 
ing  his  short  talk  on  the  steps  of 
the  student  union  building  and  a 
rally  afterwards. 

The  speech  came  as  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  gay  and  lesbian  community 
celebrated  an  awareness  week. 
Speeches  were  given  by  West 
Coast  lesbian  comic  Robin  Tyler, 
AIDS  activist  and  person  with 
AIDS  David  Summers,  Lesbian 
Nuns  co-editor  Rosemary  Curb, 
writer/filmmaker  Vito  Russo,  and 
Black  lesbian  activist  Gwendolyn 
Rogers.  The  Program  for  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Concerns,  established 
last  fall  to  urge  institutional  sup¬ 
port  for  combatting  on-campus 
homophobia,  sponsored  films, 
workshops,  a  coffee  house  featur¬ 
ing  local  and  lesbian  performers, 
and  an  appearance  by  the  Boston 
Gay  Men’s  Chorus. 

Protestors  greeted  Cameron 
with  hundreds  of  lavender 
balloons  and  posters  saying,  “No 


to  mandatory  testing  except  in  the 
case  of  blood  donors. 

Reiman’s  comments  aside, 
Massachusetts  health  officials 
seem  united  in  their  opposition  to 
mandatory  HTLV-III  testing.  Dr. 
Ken  Mayer,  research  director  of 
Fenway  Community  Health 
Center,  said  that  although  there 
are  “some  legitimate  concerns  in 
the  medical  community  [where] 
they  would  be  doing  people  a 
favor  to  let  them  know  their 
[HTLV-III]  status,  my  concern  is 
that  this  [mandatory  testing] 
would  undermine  educational  ef¬ 
forts.”  In  addition,  Mayer  ques¬ 
tioned  the  notion  that  knowledge 
of  exposure  to  the  HTLV-III  anti¬ 
body  would  cause  people  to 
change  their  behavior.  What  is 
needed,  he  said,  is  massive  educa¬ 
tion  to  reduce  spread  of  the 
disease. 

According  to  Massachusetts 
AIDS  epidemiologist  George 
Seage  and  state  Public  Health 
Commissioner  Bailus  Walker, 
mandatory  testing  will  never  be 
recommended  for  this  state.  Said 
Seage,  “Mandatory  testing  is 
psychologically  invasive.  I’m  un¬ 
comfortable  even  with  the  [poor] 
predictive  value  of  the  [HTLV-III] 
test.  [The  test]  should  not  be  used 
in  the  universal  because  of  false 
positives.”  According  to  Seage, 
using  a  common  HTLV-III 
screening  test  such  as  the  ELISA 
in  the  general  population,  would 
give  results  that  are  only  20  per¬ 
cent  accurate.  Even  if  the  tests 
were  more  accurate,  Seage  said, 


“if  you  can  identify  [those  people 
at]  high  risk,  there’s  no  need  for 
the  test.” 

Commissioner  Walker,  who 
concurred  with  Seage,  told  GCN, 
“We  are  opposed  to  mandatory 
testing.”  When  asked  if  he  believ¬ 
ed  Reiman’s  statement  would  af¬ 
fect  public  policy  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  or  elsewhere,  Walker  said,  “I 
have  my  doubts.  There  was  a  call 
for  quarantine  and  that  hasn’t 
gotten  anywhere.  When  people 
examine  the  science  and  epidemio¬ 
logy,  I  think  [they]  will  arrive  at 
the  conclusion  that  mandatory 
testing  should  not  be  called  for. 

In  California,  lesbian  and  gay 
activists  are  concerned  that 
government  officials  in  their  state 
may  not  come  to  the  same  conclu¬ 
sion  that  mandatory  testing  is  un¬ 
warranted.  In  addition  to  a  pro¬ 
posal  by  the  Deukmejian  adminis¬ 
tration  recommending  mandatory 
testing  for  some  “high  risk”  indi¬ 
viduals,  41  AIDS-related  pro¬ 
posals  have  been  filed  with  the 
state  legislature.  These  proposals 
include  bills  mandating  HTLV-III 
testing  for:  people  seeking  hospi¬ 
tal  admission,  prisoners,  parolees 
who  were  convicted  of  prostitu¬ 
tion,  and  people  who  public 
health  officials  deem  should  be 
tested.  Paul  Boneburg,  director  of 
Mobilization  Against  AIDS,  told 
GCN,  “The  political  climate  is 
bad  and  worsening.  We’re  trying 
to  alert  people  to  civil  rights  at¬ 
tacks  and  to  track  41  bills.  With 
little  money  and  resources,  it’s  im¬ 
possible.”

quarantine,”  ‘‘Make  bigots 
change  their  ways,”  and  “Some 
of  my  best  friends  are  straight.” 
Counter -demonstrators  far  out¬ 
numbered  Cameron  supporters. 
Several  fist-fights  broke  out  be¬ 
tween  members  of  the  two  groups 
during  the  protest  as 
demonstrators  responded  to 
harassment,  but  no  physical  in¬ 
juries  were  reported. 

As  Cameron  urged  the  im¬ 
prisonment  of  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians,  g  •'  rights  supporters 
chanted  “Go  home”  and  threw 
raw  eggs,  popcorn  and  chewing 
gum.  In  his  speech,  Cameron  also 
advocated  castrating  gay  men  and 
punching  holes  in  the  cartilage  of 
lesbians’  noses.  After  20  minutes 
of  Cameron’s  homophobic 
speech,  the  crowd  started  to  chant 
“Hey,  hey,  ho,  ho,  Homophobia 
has  got  to  go,”  and  the

microphone  was  unplugged.  As  he 
left,  Cameron  faced  angry  pro¬ 
testors  shouting  “Fascist”  and 
pelting  him  with  eggs. 

Campus  activists  were  outraged 
that  the  administration  allowed 
Cameron  to  speak  in  light  of  the 
university  policy  adopted  last  year 
which  prohibits  discrimination 
against  lesbians  and  gay  men,  ac¬ 
cording  to  lesbian  activist  Kol 
Goodstein.  A  petition  opposing 
the  speech  is  being  circulated  to  be 
sent  to  the  chancellor,  and  the 
possibility  of  a  lawsuit  is  being 
discussed. 

According  to  Goodstein, 
Cameron’s  appearance  also  gives 
right-wing  students  more  license 
to  increase  violence  and  harass¬ 
ment.  “There  has  been  more 
harassment  since  Friday  [than 
before].  A  woman  was  attacked

Organizers  of  the 
April  30th  protest  plan  to  zap  him  repeatedly  as  pro¬ 
motional  appearances  for  his  new  book,  Right 
Reason,  are  announced.

aids  study 

BOSTON  —  The  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center  is  looking  for  gay  and  bisexual  men  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  study  of  the  sexual  practices  of  healthy 
gay  and  bisexual  mem  (monogamous  and  non- 
monogamous)  and  their  male  partners.  The  study  will 
compare  the  lifestyles  of  healthy  gay  and  bisexual 
men  to  those  of  men  who  have  acquired  AIDS  or  AIDS- 
Related  Complex. 

Study  participants  will  be  tested  for  the  HTLV-III 
antibody  and  receive  medical  counseling.  Par¬ 
ticipants  will  be  asked  to  contact  and  enroll  at  least 
one  male  sexual  partner  for  this  study. 

Also  involved  in  the  implementation  of  this  study 
are  the  New  England  Deaconess  Hospital,  the  City  of 
Boston  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  and  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  in  Atlanta. 

Enrollment  for  the  study  will  close  soon  and  the 
Fenway  is  urging  more  men  to  volunteer  in  order  to 
make  their  data  more  reliable.

citizens  for  media  responsibility 
without  law 

CHICAGO  —  Nine  women  were  arrested  on 
March  25  for  protesting  misogynous  depiction  of 
women  in  “men’s  magazines.”  According  to  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  the  protest,  organized  by  Citizens 
for  Media  Responsibility  Without  Law,  targeted  B. 
Dalton  Bookseller  and  the  Playboy  Building. 

Following  a  picket,  three  women  were  arrested  at 
B.  Dalton’s  and  charged  with  criminal  damage  to  pro¬ 
perty  for  destroying  copies  of  Penthouse  magazine. 
Six  were  arrested  at  the  Playboy  Building  for  chaining 
themselves  together,  blocking  the  doorway,  and 
demanding  that  publisher  Hugh  Hefner  “get  nude” 
and  pose  for  a  centerfold. 

Citizens  for  Media  Responsibility  Without  Law, 
formed  in  1984,  state  they  are  in  favor  of  nudity  and 
sensuality,  against  censorship,  opposed  to  objec¬ 
tification  and  violent  pornography,  and  committed  to 
civil  disobedience  as  a  means  of  “retaliation  against 
sexually  violent  images  in  the  media.”

sisterfire  temporarily  doused 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Sisterfire,  D.C.’s  two-day 
outdoor  women’s  festival,  has  been  cancelled  for 
1986.  The  festival,  which  has  been  an  annual  event 
since  1981,  was  originally  organized  as  a  one-time 
fundraiser  for  Roadwork,  a  non-profit  women’s 
cultural  production  group  which  produced  concerts 
of  Holly  Near,  Sweet  Honey  in  the  Rock  and  other 
women  artists. 

Amy  Horowitz,  the  founder  and  director  of  Road¬ 
work,  told  Lisa  Kleen  of  the  Washington  Blade,  that 
homophobic  and  racist  neighborhood  complaints, 
low  financial  profits,  and  growing  pains  caused  the 
festival’s  cancellation.  “Roadwork  is  like  a  teenager 
that  suddenly  grew  five  inches,”  said  Horowitz.  “We 
need  to  take  the  time  to  catch  up  with  our  growth.” 
Neighborhood  complaints  against  the  festival  have 
focussed  on  parking  problems,  noise,  and  shirtless 
women  participating  in  the  festival. 

According  to  Horowitz,  the  year  off  will  allow 
Roadwork  to  expand  its  staff  and  raise  $100,000  to 
allow  for  political  organizing  independent  of  Sister¬ 
fire.  Horowitz  expects  Sisterfire  to  return  in  1987.

harvard  women  protest  attacks 

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  In  the  wake  of  attacks  on 
four  Harvard  Divinity  School  women,  over  300  women 
and  a  few  men  gathered  in  Harvard  Yard  for  a  Take 
Back  the  Night  march  and  rally  on  April  10.  The  march 
wove  through  the  campus  and  Harvard  Square,  areas 
frequented  by  Harvard  women,  to  emphasize  that  the 
majority  of  women  who  are  assaulted  are  not  attack¬ 
ed  by  strangers  but  by  male  acquaintances. 

While  speakers  acknowledged  fear  of  assault  by 
men  as  a  common  bond  among  women,  several  ad¬ 
dressed  additional  fears  faced  by  lesbians  and 
women  of  color.  “A  lesbian  has  the  same  set  of  fears 
as  a  [heterosexual]  woman  [along  with  additional 
fears]  because  of  homophobia,”  said  Lauralie 
Stewart  of  the  Harvard/Radcliffe  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Student  Association.  Stewart  spoke  of  Linda  Nichols, 
a  Lynn  woman  who  was  brutally  assaulted  by  a 
stranger  in  September  of  1985  (See  GCN  Vol.13, 
No.13),  presumably  because  she  “looked  like”  a  les¬ 
bian.  Haein  Kim,  of  Radcliffe  Asian  Women,  spoke  of 
violence  against  Asian  women.  “Violence  against 
[Asian]  women  is  not  an  isolated  matter  of  sex,”  said 
Kim.  “[This  violence]  includes  race  exploitation.”  Kim 
said  Asian  woman  are  particularly  vulnerable  to 
violence  because  they  are  perceived  as  passive.

BOSTON  —  The  Massachusetts  Gay  Political

mass  reps  consider  limits 
on  aids  hysteria 

BOSTON  —  A  bill  which  would  prohibit 
employers  from  testing  job  applicants  for  the  HTLV-III 
antibody  or  antigen  will  be  voted  on  by  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives  on  April  28. 
The  bill,  sponsored  by  Rep.  John  McDonough 
(D-Jamaica  Plain),  received  a  favorable  report  from 
the  legislature’s  Committee  on  Health  Care  in  March.

In  related  news,  controversial  legislation  which 
would  prohibit  insurers  from  giving  HTLV-III  antibody 
tests  to  prospective  customers  has  not  yet  been 
voted  on  by  the  legislature’s  Committee  on  Health 
Care,  due  to  negotiations  with  members  of  the  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  community  by  insurance  industry 
representatives.  Arline  Isaacson  of  the  Mass  Gay 
Political  Caucus  (MGPC)  told  GCN  that  insurance 
representatives  hope  negotiations  with  represen¬ 
tatives  of  MGPC,  Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  and  the  AIDS  Action  Committee  will  lead 
to  a  compromise.  “At  the  moment,  we  have  not  yet 
found  a  compromise  acceptable  to  the  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  community,”  said  Isaacson,  “but  we  remain  will¬ 
ing  to  discuss  the  issues  further."

man  kills  mother  for 
suspected  lesbianism 

DAVENPORT,  IA  —  An  Iowa  man  admitted  in 
court  to  shooting  his  mother  and  her  longtime  friend, 
saying  he  did  it  to  end  the  lesbian  relationship  he 
believed  they  were  having,  according  to  the  Des 
Moines  Register.  The  women,  Edna  Nelson,  65,  and 
her  roommate,  Evelyn  Kemp,  63,  were  shot  to  death 
with  a  shotgun  in  their  home  October  2.  Nelson’s 
son,  John  H.  Nelson,  44,  is  charged  with  first  degree 
murder  in  their  deaths. 

A  trial  is  set  for  April  22.  A  hearing  was  held  last 
week  to  determine  whether  Nelson  is  mentally  com¬ 
petent  to  assist  in  his  defense.  Nelson  testified  “he 
disliked  lesbians  because  they  are  strong  powerful 
people.”  If  he  is  found  incompetent,  he  would  be 
hospitalized  and  the  trial  would  be  delayed  until  he  is 
judged  competent,  officials  said.

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‘Uncompromising  faggot’  Genet  dies

PARIS  —  Jean  Genet  (1910-1986) 
died  April  15th,  alone  in  a  hotel 
room  here.  A  faggot  who  never 
compromised  with  respectability, 
a  writer  unlike  any  other  in  any 
language,  Genet  brought  his  ex¬ 
periences  as  a  thief,  homosexual, 
prisoner,  poet  and  vagabond  into 
his  work. 

Of  his  writings,  he  once  said, 
“It’s  all  pornography.”  His  film 
Un  chant  d’amour  (1950),  which 
U.S.  censorship  laws  long  pro¬ 
hibited  showing,  was  often  screen¬ 
ed  in  Boston’s  now-closed  South 
Station  Cinema,  a  gay  male 
pornopalace.  Un  chant  d’amour 
surveys  lovers  in  prison;  in  the 
most  erotic  scene  I  have  ever  seen, 
two  men  separated  by  a  prison 
wall  blow  smoke  into  each  other’s 
mouths  while  they  jerk  off.  That 
film  demonstrated  how  our  love 
could  penetrate  even  the  thickest 
prison  wall. 

Jean  Genet  was  educated  on  the 
street  and  in  various  reformatories 
and  prisons.  For  him  writing  may 
have  been  triggered  by  the  fall  of 
France  to  Hitler  in  June,  1940. 
Genet  was  thrilled  to  see  a  preten¬ 
tious  civilization  crumble  in  the 
dust;  that  collapse  gave  him 
energy  and  authority  as  a  queer. 
His  first  writing  was  poetry,  which 
has  only  recently  been  translated 
into  English:  Treasures  of  the 
Night  (Gay  Sunshine  Press  & 
Manroot  Books,  1981).  His  first 
poem  ‘‘The  Man  Condemned  to 
Death,”  addresses  others  of  his 
condition.  The  words  are  not 
directed  toward  the  straight 
world,  neither  to  shock  nor  to 
achieve  sympathy  nor  even  to 
make  money. 

This  writing  came  at  a  cost 
perhaps  incomprehensible  to  the 
middle-class  reader.  In  1964,  he 
told  a  Playboy  interviewer,  ‘‘1  had 
to  betray  theft,  which  is  an  in¬ 
dividual  action,  in  the  interest  of  a

more  universal  operation,  namely 
poetry.  I  had  to  betray  the  thief 
that  I  was  in  order  to  become  the 
poet  that  I  hope  I’ve  become.  But 
this  ‘legality’  hasn’t  made  me 
more  cheerful.” 

His  published  works  fall  into 
three  groups:  poetry,  novels  and 
plays.  What  he  wrote  in  the 
autobiographical  Thief’s  Journal 
could  be  said  of  all  his  works: 
“Betrayal,  theft  and  homosexuali¬ 
ty  are  the  basic  subjects  of  this 
book.  There  is  a  relationship 
among  them  which,  though  not 
always  apparent . . .  recognizes  a 
kind  of  vascular  exchange  be¬ 
tween  my  taste  for  betrayal  and 


theft  and  my  loves.” 

Jean-Paul  Sartre  helped  make 
Genet  a  celebrity  in  the 
voluminous  and  somewhat  preten¬ 
tious  Saint  Genet,  Comedian  and 
Martyr  (1952),  a  study  of  the 
prose  works.  Genet’s 
autobiographical  novels,  all 
translated  into  English  and 
published  by  Grove  Press,  include 
Our  Lady  of  the  Flowers  (1944; 
tr.  1962),  Miracle  of  the  Rose 
(1946;  tr.  1965),  Funeral  Rites 
(1947;  tr.1969),  Querelle  of  Brest 
(1947;  tr.1974),  and  The  Thief’s 
Journal  (1948;  tr.1964).  A 

posthumous  work  Prisoner  in 
Love  is  promised. 


In  1948,  Genet  was  condemned 
to  life  in  prison  (by  the  newly 
revived  French  Republic)  because 
he  had  been  convicted  ten  times 
for  theft;  a  group,  including 
Sartre,  Gide  and  Cocteau, 
organized  and  obtained  his  par¬ 
don.  In  the  course  of  this  ordeal, 
Genet’s  famous  plays  began  to  ap¬ 
pear:  The  Maids  (1947;  tr.  1954), 
Deathwatch  (1949;  tr.1954),  The 
Balcony  (1956;  tr.  1958),  The 
Blacks  (1958;  tr.  1960),  and  The 
Screens  (1961;  tr.  1972). 

Many  of  Genet’s  works  incor¬ 
porate  the  dream  world  of  film 
and  he  himself  has  become  part  of 
the  world  of  cinema.  Besides  his 
own  classic  Un  chant  d’amour, 
which  is  a  web  of  erotic  masturba¬ 
tion,  poetry  and  images,  Genet 
wrote  several  screenplays  such  as 
the  1966  Mademoiselle.  Several  of 
his  own  books  have  become  films: 
The  Balcony  (1961)  with  Shelley 
Winters  as  the  whorehouse 
madame;  The  Maids  (1971)  and 
Fassbinder’s  lavishly  erotic 
Querelle  (1982). 

In  the  United  States,  Genet’s 
political  efforts  have  been  sup¬ 
pressed  as  rigorously  as  his  erotic 
themes  once  were.  As  early  as 
1936,  Genet  connected  cocksuck¬ 
ing  and  butt-fucking  with  revolu¬ 
tion  as  he  witnessed  a  group  of 
queens  protest  the  destruction  of  a 
tea  room  during  the  Spanish  Civil 
War.  The  Blacks  (1958)  profound¬ 
ly  attacked  white  supremacy  and 
the  The  Screens  (1961)  scourged 
French  imperialist  policies  in 
Indochina  and  Algeria. 

Genet  was  a  strong  supporter  of 
the  Black  Panther  party.  He  join¬ 
ed  Bobby  Seale,  Allen  Ginsberg, 
William  Burroughs,  Abbie  Hoff¬ 
man  and  others  protesting  the 
1968  Chicago  Democratic  conven¬ 
tion.  He  prodded  the  party  to  sup¬ 
port  gay  liberation  and  had  a  hand 
in  Huey  Newton’s  famous  Letter 
to  the  Gay  Liberation  Movement. 


Genet  addressed  a  1970  New 
Haven  rally  in  support  of  the 
Black  Panthers;  his  address  was 
published  by  City  Lights  Books 
but  is  long  out  of  print.  (1  attend¬ 
ed  the  rally  but  spent  my  time  try¬ 
ing  to  make  a  young  man  sitting 
on  a  back  fence.) 

In  the  September  2,  1977  Le 
Monde,  Genet  published 
“Violence  and  brutality,”  a 
defense  of  the  so-called 
“terrorist”  Red  Army  Brigade 
and  a  denunciation  of  the  brutali¬ 
ty  of  the  bourgeois  governments. 
Outside  of  Fag  Rag,  this  impor¬ 
tant  essay  has  had  small  circula¬ 
tion  in  the  English-speaking 
world.  His  conclusion  is  quite 
relevant  today:  “Brutality  is  in¬ 
herent  in  the  system  itself,  and  the 
indictment  brought  by  the 
authorities  against  violence  is 
itself  part  of  the  brutality.  The 
more  excessive  their  brutality,  the 
more  strident  their  indictment, 
then  the  more  violence  becomes 
indispensable  and  inevitable.” 

The  New  York  Times  obituary 
concludes  that  “Funeral  ar¬ 
rangements  have  yet  to  be  made.” 
The  reporter  cannot  have  absorb¬ 
ed  the  message  of  Our  Lady  of  the 
Flowers,  which  includes  a  running 
motif  of  the  lost  funeral,  death  of 
a  beautiful  young  flower  Divine, 
who  lives  forever  in  the  heart  of 
every  fairy.  Homosexuals  as 
homosexuals  do  not  have  families, 
wives,  husbands,  estates.  Our 
names  might  be  given  to  us  by 
heterosexuals  but  we  have  our 
own  secret  names  and  stories 
among  ourselves.  When  the 
reporter  says,  “There  are  no  sur¬ 
vivors,”  he  is  only  hoping  to  be 
rid  of  Genet.  But  as  long  as  there 
are  prisons,  as  long  as  there  are 
cocksuckers,  as  long  as  there  is 
oppression,  Genet  will  have  sur¬ 
vivors.

Homophobe  speaks

PARIS — Simone  de  Beauvoir,  a 
provocative  social  critic  whose 
writing  provided  the  theoretical 
backdrop  for  the  feminist  move¬ 
ment,  died  April  14  in  Paris.  She 
was  78. 

Her  greatest  contribution  to 
feminists  and  lesbians  may  have 
been  the  sustained  quality  of  her 
criticism,  according  to  lesbian 
scholars  Helene  Wenzel  and 
Elaine  Marks.  Her  chapter  on  les¬ 
bians  in  The  Second  Sex,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1949,  although  flawed, 
was  one  of  the  first  which  did  not 
treat  being  lesbian  as  an  illness. 
“She  sees  [lesbianism]  as  a  choice 
...  in  the  context  of  western 
culture  where  women  are  so 
valorized  by  the  culture,  [where] 
women’s  bodies  are  more  impor¬ 
tant  than  a  man’s  body,”  said 
Marks,  a  nihilist  professor  of 
French  and  Women’s  Studies  at 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  at 
Madison.  In  a  series  of  1983  inter¬ 
views  with  Alice  Schwartzer,  a 
German  feminist,  de  Beauvoir  was 
“infinitely  more  understanding  of 
lesbianism  as  a  choice  that  is  both 
political  and  sexual,  as  a  kind  of 
viable  alternative,”  Marks  said, 
de  Beauvoir’s  views  on  lesbians 
must  be  seen  in  the  context  of  her 
“violent  opposition”  to  the  in¬ 
stitutions  of  marriage  and 
motherhood,  she  added. 

Recent  statements  by  de 
Beauvoir  showed  her  as  “very 
politically  open  and  acknowledg¬ 
ing  of  the  power  and  importance 
of  the  lesbian  movement  as  a  cut¬ 
ting  edges  of  feminism.” 

de  Beauvoir  also  was  one  of  few 
people  outside  the  psychiatric 
community  who  did  not  officially 
label  herself  lesbian,  who  con¬ 
tinued  to  think  and  consider  les¬ 
bian  questions,  Marks  said.  “She 
is  clearly  someone  who  had  very 
intense  relationships  with  women, 


we  do  not  have  to  imagine  that,  it 
is  all  through  her  autobiography 
at  different  points  in  her  life.” 

In  1970  de  Beauvoir  revised  her 
views  presented  in  The  Second  Sex 
on  how  socialist  revolution  would 
affect  women,  acknowledging  that 
women  needed  their  own  revolu¬ 
tion.  While  many  feminists  sup¬ 
port  aspects  of  de  Beauvoir’s 
work  today,  there  is  no  single 
group  which  identifies  with  her 
and  she  had  many  critics.  She  was 
controversial  because  of  her  long¬ 
standing  relationship  with  existen¬ 
tialist  philosopher  Jean-Paul  Sartre 
and  because  she  discounted  the 
question  of  separatism  and 
distinctions  between  feminists 
who  were  heterosexual  and  those 
who  were  lesbians,  according  to 
Wenzel. 

Despite  this  criticism,  she  leaves 
behind  a  community  of  bereaved 
feminists.  In  her  later  years,  de 
Beauvior  helped  finance  and  lent 
her  name  as  titular  editor  to  the 
French  feminist  journal,  Nouvelle 
Question  Feministe.  She  also  gave 
her  support  and  name  to  a 
feminist  audio-visual  center  which 
makes  videos  of  feminist  and 
women-related  events  in  France, 
de  Beauvior  was  always  suppor¬ 
tive  of  important  feminist  issues  in 
the  press,  within  the  limits  of  how 
she  understood  them,  Marks  said. 

Because  of  her  writing  style  and 
stance  as  an  author,  de  Beauvoir 
was  viewed  as  humorless,  but 
Marks  believes  it  was  her  choice  to 
take  her  work  seriously  that  gain¬ 
ed  her  this  reputation.  “Someone 
seriously  trying  to  figure 
something  out  and  someone  who 
is  a  woman  is  held  up  to  ridicule. 
If  you  are  a  woman  who  writes  a 
great  poem  or  a  novel,  you  are 
more  likely  to  get  praise.  But  if 
you  get  into  the  nitty-gritty  of 
everyday  life,  you  are  more  likely 


to  be  stereotyped.” 

Wenzel,  who  interviewed  de 
Beauvoir  two  years  ago,  said,  “If 
you  met  her,  you  found  her  an  in¬ 
credibly  warm  person.” 

All  her  life  de  Beauvoir  was  ac¬ 
tive  in  causes,  including  par¬ 
ticipating  in  a  1960s  international 
tribunal  condemning  the  United 
States  role  in  Vietnam,  and  the 
signing  of  a  manifesto  with  340 
other  women  in  1971  admitting  to 
having  had  an  abortion  in  de¬ 
fiance  of  existing  French  law.  She 
long  advocated  the  need  for 
authentic  international  revolution 
and  for  the  civil  rights  of  all,  even 
those  with  whom  she  disagreed. 

In  the  1970s  she  wrote  of  the 
United  States,  “The  moment  a 
nationalist  or  popular  movement 
seems  to  threaten  its  interests,  the 
Unites  States  crushes  it.”  She 
went  on  to  predict  the  collapse  of 
the  U.S.,  saying,  “Perhaps  this 
collapse  may  set  off  a  revolution 
on  a  worldwide  scale?  1  do  not 
know  whether  I  shall  live  long 
enough  to  see  it,  but  it  is  a  com¬ 
forting  outlook.” 

de  Beauvoir  was  born  in  Paris 
on  January  9,  1908  to  a  devout 
Catholic  mother  and  an  unbeliev¬ 
ing,  skeptical  father.  She  herself 
was  a  committed  atheist.  She 
received  a  degree  in  philosophy 
from  the  Sorbonne  and  taught  un¬ 
til  1943,  when  she  began  writing 
full-time.  It  was  at  the  Sorbonne 
that  de  Beauvoir  met  Sartre. 

de  Beauvoir  called  her  51 -year 
relationship  with  Sartre  an 
“essential  love.”  They  never  mar¬ 
ried  and  allowed  for  “relation¬ 
ships  of  less  importance”  to  exist 
simultaneous  to  their  own. 

de  Beauvoir  died  in  Cochin 
Hospital  in  southern  Paris  the  day 
before  the  sixth  anniversary  of 
Sartre’s  death,  April  15,  1980. 
The  cause  of  her  death  was

over  the  weekend.  We  have  no 
idea  if  it  is  connected,  but  we’re 
investigating  ...  It  makes  it 
harder  than  ever  to  be  out  on  cam¬ 
pus,  and  it  was  never  easy.” 

An  hour  after  Cameron’s 
speech,  a  gay  and  lesbian  rally  was 
held.  A  huge  bundle  of  balloons 
was  released  into  the  air,  and  a 
paper  closet  was  smashed.  “We 
wanted  to  send  a  symbol  to  people 
that  we  are  not  afraid  to  come 
out,”  said  Mark  Clukey,  a  rally 
organizer. 

“Cameron  wants  to  go  back  to 
Hitler’s  solution.  We  will  not  be 
quarantined;  we  will  not  go  back 
to  the  death  camps,”  added  Heidi 
Holland,  a  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Awareness  Week  planning  com¬ 
mittee  member. 

Cameron,  a  licensed  psycho¬ 
logist  and  chair  of  the  Institute  for 
the  Scientific  Investigation  of  Sex¬ 
uality,  Inc.,  based  in  Lincoln, 
Neb.,  divides  his  time  between 
seeing  clients  and  campaigning 
against  homosexuality.  He  recent¬ 
ly  provided  “expert”  testimony  at 
judicial  hearings  on  homosexuali¬ 
ty  and  lesbian  and  gay  rights  in 
several  cities,  including  Seattle, 
Houston,  Baltimore,  and  Colum¬ 
bus,  Ohio.  Cameron  also  served 
as  a  witness  in  a  Texas  court  pro¬ 
ceeding  attempting  to  overturn  the 
state’s  sodomy  laws.  He  was  also 
hired  in  August  1985  as  an  AIDS 
consultant  to  U.S.  Rep.  William 
Dannemeyer  (R-CA). 

In  past  appearances  and 


writings,  Cameron  has  called  for 
quarantining  all  homosexuals, 
particularly  gay  men.  He  has  said 
that  all  gay  men  and  lesbians 
should  be  placed  under  house  ar¬ 
rest  and  that  all  gay  and  lesbian 
bars,  baths  and  social  institutions 
should  be  closed.  An  eight-point 
checklist  on  the  prevention  of 
AIDS  which  he  authored  seeks, 
among  other  things,  to  criminalize 
“homosexual  practices”;  outlaw 
lesbian  and  gay  advertising,  in¬ 
cluding  personal  and  classified 
ads;  and  use  legislative  pressure  to 
“root  out”  homosexual  gathering 
places. 

The  American  Psychiatric 
Association  removed  Cameron 
from  its  membership  in  1984  for 
violating  psychologists’  ethical 
principles.  The  Nebraska 
Psychiatric  Association  censured 
him  the  same  year. 

A  coalition  of  progressive 
groups  co-sponsored  the  anti- 
Cameron  rally,  including  the 
Asian  American  Students 
Association,  the  Native  American 
Students  Association  and  the 
Third  World  Caucus.  Statements 
of  support  came  from  the  Central 
America  Solidarity  Association, 
the  Radical  Student  Union, 
Everywoman’s  Center,  the  Bi¬ 
lingual  Collegiate  Program,  the 
Lesbian  Union,  and  the  Lesbian, 
Gay  and  Bisexual  Alliance.  The 
vice-chancellor  of  student  affairs 
and  Rabbi  Saul  Perlmutter  of 
Hillel  also  endorsed  the  rally.

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distorted  critique 

Dear  GCN: 

In  their  attack  (GCN,  4/5/86)  on  my  “Case 
for  Gay  Atheism”  (GCN,  3/8/86),  Jeanne  Berg¬ 
man  &  Jackie  Urla  have  so  distorted  and  mis¬ 
represented  my  argument  that  I  doubt  I  could 
have  recognized  it  in  their  critique  if  they  hadn’t 
used  my  name  in  virtually  every  sentence  and  lac¬ 
ed  their  invective  with  contextless  quotes. 

1.  My  analysis  of  oral  tradition  was  aimed  at 
Creationists  and  others  of  that  ilk  who  look  to  it 
for  objective  explanations  of  the  world  in 
pseudo-scientific  guise.  It  was  not  intended  to 
degrade  or  belittle  non-western  cultures.  Indeed, 
cultural  diversity  enriches  everyone,  contributing 
materially  to  the  ongoing  creation  of  our  own 
and  other  cultures.  Thus,  I  have  the  deepest 
respect  for  the  “undoubted  literary  and  human 
value”  (I  quote  myself)  of  all  traditional  belief 
systems.  Although  I  said  so  quite  pointedly, 
Bergman  &  Urla  omitted  this  from  their  long  list 
of  quotes,  preferring  instead  to  characterize  my 
view  as  “racist”  in  a  patently  contrived  and 
grossly  inappropriate  cheap  shot. 

2.  Re:  atrocities  in  the  name  of  god.  My  argu¬ 
ment  was  that  the  non-existence  of  god  would  ex¬ 
plain  the  contradictions  Christians  have  always 
manifested  between  their  doctrines  and  their  ac¬ 
tions.  It  is  fatuous  to  argue,  as  Bergman  &  Urla 
do,  that  science  is  in  the  same  boat  as  religion 
because  it  has  also  enabled  atrocities.  Good 
science  posits  no  moral  doctrine.  This  must  be 
supplied  from  other  (and  not  necessarily  reli¬ 
gious)  sources  by  those  who  use  the  knowledge 
scientific  study  yields.  Therefore,  the  compari¬ 
son  is  clearly  invalid.  Bergman  &  Urla  make  this 
very  point  later  in  their  attack,  thus  neatly  re¬ 
futing  themselves. 

3.  They  make  this  point  in  the  course  of  aver¬ 
ring  that,  as  science  and  religion  are  quite  differ¬ 
ent  things,  I  cannot  state  that  one  is  superior  to 
the  other.  This  is  quite  true  in  the  abstract.  How¬ 
ever,  just  as  religion  may  be  more  useful  than 
science  to  some  people  when,  for  instance,  they 
deal  with  the  fear  of  death,  so  the  scientific 
method  is  more  useful  to  everyone  in  certain 
other  pursuits,  such  as  developing  quantifiable, 
verifiable  knowledge  about  the  world.  If 
Bergman  &  Urla  do  not  understand  this,  it  is 
unimaginable  how  they  came  to  obtain  their 
status  as  graduate  students  at  UC/Berkeley. 
And,  if  religious  extremists  showed  any  sign  of 
understanding  this,  it  would  be  unnecessary  even 
to  make  the  point. 

4.  As  a  pro-sex  gay  man,  my  statement  that 
genocidal  policies  against  lesbians  and  gay  men 
are  an  atrocity  and  an  obscenity  greater  than  that 
found  in  any  porn  shop  criticized  those  who 
waste  their  time  attacking  pornography  when 
real  evils  exist  to  be  addressed.  Although  I  most 
certainly  did  not  set  up  sexual  material  as  the 
“standard  of  ’atrocity’  against  which  all  evils  are 
measured,”  this  is  what  Bergman  &  Urla  so 
“deeply  resent.”  I  suppose  that,  if  they  insist  on 
reading  this  into  my  statement,  they’ll  just  have 
to  resent  it,  and  as  deeply  as  they  please. 

I  can  only  hypothesize  how  they  came  to  dis¬ 
tort  my  argument  in  this  manner.  In  fairness,  any 
attempt  to  compress  a  complex  subject  into  a 
small  space,  as  I  did,  can  leave  opportunities  for 
misinterpretation.  I  expected  that.  One  can  never 
sufficiently  qualify  everything.  Yet,  I  cannot 
suppress  the  feeling  that,  for  Bergman  &  Urla, 
this  was  merely  the  excuse. 


I  met  Jeanne  Bergman  just  once,  last  year, 
when  she  was  a  weekend  houseguest  in  my  home. 
And,  while  that  occasion  was  extremely  amicable 
throughout,  a  venomous  division  has  since  oc¬ 
curred  between  Bergman  and  the  mutual  friend 
who  brought  her.  It  would  seem,  then,  that  Berg¬ 
man  has  another  motive  in  attacking  me — hidden 
from  public  view,  but  obvious  to  all  in  the  know. 

I  only  ask  that,  the  next  time  she  chooses  to  lash 
out  at  one  of  her  ex -lovers  who  is  also  my  friend, 
she  will  deal  direct,  in  a  personally  more  con¬ 
structive  way,  and  stop  insulting  everybody’s  in¬ 
telligence.  After  all,  we’re  supposed  to  be  on  the 
same  side.

aids  and  kansas 
prison  ignorance 

Dear  GCN 

I’m  gay  and  in  prison  for  forgery  and  robbery. 
A  friend  of  mine  told  me  you  were  truly  concern¬ 
ed  with  gay  prisoners  so  I  decided  to  write  and  ask 
to  receive  your  paper  and  tell  the  gay  community 
what’s  going  on  here  —  from  personal  ex¬ 
perience. 

A  couple  months  ago  I  was  sent  to  a  drug  and 
alcohol  abuse  center  on  parole.  My  parole  was 
revoked  later  because  they  tried  to  force  me  to 
snitch  out  [give  the  administration  information 
about]  a  partner  or  else  not  finish  the  program. 

Anyway,  while  waiting  to  be  transferred  here 
someone  called  and  told  the  jail  I’d  had  contact 
with  a  person  with  AIDS.  I  was  immediately 
isolated. 

When  they  moved  me  here  the  guards  came 
with  masks  on  their  faces,  rubber  gloves  on  their 
hands  and  made  me  wear  a  mask  also.  When  we 
reached  the  prison  the  local  news  had  already  got¬ 
ten  hold  of  it  from  the  director.  Next  day  it  said 
“Kansas  Prisons  Get  First  AIDS  Case!”  (It  isn’t 
true!)  I  was  taken  to  the  clinic  and  isolated  in  the 
suicide  cell.  I  was  not  allowed  to  go  to  gym  or  the 
yard. 

My  lover  of  over  3  years  was  also  called  in  and 
told  he  would  have  to  live  in  a  one-man  cell  and 
that  he  might  die  if  he’d  had  sex  with  me,  and  he’d 
better  tell  them  all  about  it. 

As  it  stands  now  I  can’t  have  a  job,  and  am  be¬ 
ing  denied  medical  attention  I  need  for  a  hernia 
because  I’m  considered  a  possible  AIDS  case. 
They  burned  my  clothes,  books,  etc.  I  spoke  with 
the  inmate  legal  services  about  ‘  ‘homosexual  ’’be¬ 
ing  on  my  records  and  that  I  want  it  removed  or 
else  to  get  the  same  treatment  as  the  other 
prisoners,  but  they’re  on  this  place’s  side. 

I  was  just  passed  over  by  the  parole  board  and 
have  to  wait  another  year  before  being  recon¬ 
sidered. 

Well,  so  there’s  part  of  what’s  going  on,  plus 
gays  in  here  are  discriminated  against  severely  by 
the  institution.  But  they’re  afraid  to  stand  up, 
most  of  them.  But  not  all,  and  I’m  climbing  on  to 
the  wagon  to  stand  up  too.  Will  you  help  me  (rid 
Kansas  of  prejudice)?  I’m  planning  on  suing  but  I 
need  to  know  how  and  for  what  I  can  file  suit. 
Please,  if  anyone  is  willing  to  help,  I  sure  would 
appreciate  it!

why  pay  for  war? 

Dear  GCN: 

There’s  not  enough  funding  for  AIDS 
research.  U.S. -backed  Contras  are  working  to 
overthrow  the  government  of  Nicaragua.  The 
Reagan  administration  “constructively  engages” 
with  the  government  of  South  Africa  while 
Blacks  continue  to  suffer  the  cruelties  of  the 
Apartheid  system.  Jobs  are  scarce,  affordable 
food,  housing  and  health  care  increasingly  hard 
to  find.  Deposed  tyrants  receive  free  luxury  shut¬ 
tle  service  to  the  destination  of  their  choice. 

This  is  the  time  of  year  when  it’s  perhaps 
easiest  to  see  the  connections  between  these  and 
similar  issues.  As  many  people  prepare  to  pay 
taxes  or  file  tax  returns  to  have  some  of  the 
money  refunded  that  the  government  has 
withheld  from  our  paychecks,  it’s  difficult  to 
avoid  thinking  about  where  our  tax  money  goes. 

Money  that  could  be  spent  on  health  care, 
AIDS  research,  housing  and  food  is  instead  used 
to  kill  people  and  prepare  for  nuclear  annihila¬ 
tion.  Over  60%  of  every  federal  tax  dollar  is 
spent  on  war.  It’s  that  simple. 

We  believe  that  it’s  time  to  change  that  by 
refusing  to  hire  the  government  (with  our  tax 
dollars)  to  commit  murder.  An  increasing 
number  of  people  throughout  the  country  are 
becoming  war  tax  resisters  by  refusing  to  pay  all 
or  part  of  the  taxes  we  “owe”  the  government. 

We  invite  you  to  join  us  in  “putting  our  money 
where  our  mouths  are,”  rather  than  where  the 
government’s  priorities  are.  Community  groups 
in  many  areas  give  workshops  on  how  to  resist 
taxes  and  redirect  your  money  to  uses  that 
enhance  life.  The  War  Resisters  League  (339 
Lafayette,  NY  NY  10012)  has  available  a  newly- 
revised  manual  on  war  tax  resistance.  With  or 
without  more  information,  anyone  can  enclose  a 
letter  of  protest  with  their  tax  return.

Why  build  hatred  where 
there  was  none  to  begin  with?

With  all  the  trials  and  tribulations  a  prisoner  must  endure,  I  often  wonder  WHY  we 
treat  each  other  as  we  do  —  with  contempt  and  impatience,  with  degradation  and  disregard, 
and  with  opportunism. 

Yet  we  cry  of  the  injustices  done  to  us  —  how  unfairly  we  are  treated  by  prison 
administrators. 

We  must  first  take  a  look  at  “ourselves”  whereupon,  sadly  enough,  it  becomes  quite 
evident,  why  they  are  able  to  treat  us  prisoners  with  such  disregard.  After  all,  repect  begets 
respect,  and  if  we  are  not  willing  to  treat  EACH  OTHER,  as  prisoners,  with  full  respect  and 
regard,  WHY  SHOULD  ANYONE  ELSE? 

If  you  wish  to  continue  fighting  amongst  one  another;  if  you  wish  to  continue  lying  to 
and  about  each  other;  if  you  wish  to  continue  believing  rumors  concerning  one  another, 
without  knowing  all  the  facts;  if  you  wish  to  continue  finding  reasons  to  disassociate 
yourselves  from  others  of  a  different  race  when,  in  fact,  ALL  OF  US  are  prisoners  rowing 
in  the  same  boat;  if  you  wish  to  continue  falling  prey  to  the  devious  and  manipulative  ways 
of  an  already  judgmental  administration;  if  you  cannot  find  comradery  in  others;  if  you 
continue  to  make  scapegoats  of  others  and  play  their  games;  if  you  continue  to  miss  the 
forest  for  the  trees  (our  ‘ ‘possible”  unity  in  standing  as  one  —  to  make  things  better  for  each 
other  as  prisoners);  then  any  talk  of  respect,  better  conditions,  or  solidarity  and  unity  will 
only  match  this  ignorant,  short-sighted  behavior. 

Sure,  you  may  think:  “no  love  is  lost  where  there  was  none  to  begin  with...”  BUT 
WHY  “build”  hatred  —  where  there  was  none  to  begin  with?? 

WHY  look  at  your  fellow  prisoner  opportunistically?  WHY  judge  your  fellow  prisoner 
on  the  merits  of  what  “someone  else”  says  —  without  even  giving  the  benefit  of  a  doubt? 

You  claim  to  hold  little  or  no  respect  for  an  administration  which  holds  little  or  no 


respect  for  you.  'Yet,  you  will  far  too  often  let  this  same  administration  manipulate  your 
beliefs  and,  as  a  result,  your  actions. 

One  of  the  easiest  ways  to  break  a  person  of  individualism  and  independence  is  to  strip 
him  or  her  of  pride  and  dignity.  The  armed  forces  have  done  this  for  years  in  their  training  of 
soldiers.  They’ll  shave  your  head  of  all  its  hair  and  take  what  little  personal  items  you  may 
have.  They’ll  single  you  out  in  their  own  way,  humiliating  you  for  every  minor  infraction. 
And  very  similarly,  this  is  how  a  prison  administration  conquers  its  prison  population. 

Unless  we  take  on  the  individual  responsibility  and  sense  of  community  for  one 
another,  unless  we  integrate  and  unify,  we  will  most  assuredly  continue  to  fall  on  the 
negative  side  of  what  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  spoke  about  when  he  said  “We  must  all  learn 
to  live  together  as  brothers  (and  sisters!)  or  we  will  perish  together  as  fools.” 

What  inspired  us  to  write  this  is  the  constantly  growing  fear  we  are  living  with  day  to 
day,  not  just  of  those  running  the  system,  but  contrarily,  of  those  OTHER  PRISONERS 
who  let  themselves  be  run  BY  it. 

“Speaking  Out”  is  part  of  our  continuing  effort  to  provide  a  true  forum  of  opinion 
for  the  community.  We  encourage  you  to  send  your  ideas,  feelings,  and  comments 
to  us  and  we  encourage  you  to  respond  to  any  ideas  expressed  in  this  space.  Sub¬ 
missions  to  “Speaking  Out”  should  be  TYPED  and  DOUBLE  SPACED,  and,  if 
possible,  held  to  under  5  pages  in  length.

aids  prisoners 
shackled  behind 
plexiglass 

DearGCA, 

I  am  a  prisoner/patient  confined  to  a  special 
medical  unit.  My  reason  for  writing  is  two-fold. 
The  first  is  to  plea  for  some  attention  to  our 
plight.  We  are  virtually  ignored  and  ostracized. 
We  are  isolated,  locked  in  hospital  rooms  ‘24 
hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week,  subjected  to 
discrimination  stemming  from  hatred,  with  no 
constructive  programs  or  activities  to  occupy  our 
minds.  We  vegitate  and  deteriorate  physically 
and  emotionally. 

There  are  times  I  think  this  ward  is  a  big 
laboratory  and  we  are  all  just  guinea  pigs.  No 
group  is  isolated  like  we  are  (prisoners  with 
AIDS).  I  have  learned  to  survive  with  much  less 
than  ever  before.  The  prison  is  forcing  us  to 
evolve  into  different  creatures.  I’m  not  sure 
where  we’ll  end  up. 

On  top  of  the  confinement  and  the  isolation, 


our  rooms  are  not  properly  ventilated.  The  win¬ 
dows  are  covered  with  plexiglass  (so  we  learn  to 
deal  with  less  oxygen)  and  there’s  no  vent.  Even  in 
prison  there’s  at  least  more  fresh  air.  WHY 
CAN’T  WE  BREATHE  FRESH  AIR? 

Prior  to  the  doors  being  locked  we  were  chain¬ 
ed  down  to  hospital  beds.  Our  wrists  were  hand¬ 
cuffed  to  the  railings  and  our  ankles  shackled.  We 
received  any  visits  with  these  chains  on.  We  took 
x-rays  with  them.  They  became  part  of  us.  They 
went  to  the  bathroom  with  us  (the  ankle 
shackles).  One  of  the  symptoms  of  AIDS  is  diar¬ 
rhea.  You  can  figure  out  the  rest. 

Eventually  the  ACLU  threatened  lawsuits  and 
the  Department  of  Corrections  (?)  took  off  the 
shackles,  and  locked  the  doors  so  we  were  com¬ 
pletely  isolated. 

We  need  some  help,  please.

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Babets  undaunted 

Dukakis,  et  al.  Seek  to 
Drop  Foster  Care  Suit

BOSTON  —  Defendants, 
charged  with  discriminating  in 
their  establishment  of 
Massachusetts’  foster  care  policy, 
filed  a  motion  on  April  1 1  to  have 
the  case  dismissed.  The  suit  alleges 
that  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  and 
state  human  service  ad¬ 
ministrators  Phillip  Johnston  and 
Marie  Matava  discriminated 
against  lesbians,  gay  men,  unmar¬ 
ried  couples  and  single  people  in 
their  adoption  of  the  foster  care 
policy. 

The  suit,  filed  in  January, 
followed  months  of  organizing  to 
change  the  state’s  foster  care 
policy,  established  in  May  of 
1985,  which  virtually  prohibits  les¬ 
bians,  gay  men  and  single  people 
from  becoming  foster  parents. 
The  policy  was  formulated  shortly 
after  two  brothers  were  removed 
from  the  home  of  David  Jean  and 
Don  Babets  due  to  controversy 
sparked  by  an  article  in  the  Boston 
Globe. 

Jean  and  Babets  filed  the  suit 
along  with  Gay  and  Lesbian  Ad¬ 
vocates  and  Defenders  (GLAD), 
the  Civil  Liberties  Union  of 
Massachusetts,  the  National 
Association  of  Social  Workers 
and  Rev.  Kathryn  Piccard  and 
Catherine  Brayden,  both  of  whom 
have  been  affected  by  the  new

foster  care  policy. 

In  the  motion  to  dismiss  the 
charges,  the  defendants  claim 
“the  governor  is  not  amenable  to 
suit  in  his  official  capacity;  since 
there  is  no  right  to  be  a  foster 
parent,  the  plaintiffs  have  not 
been  denied  any  liberty  interest; 
and  the  plaintiffs  lack  standing  to 
assert  the  interests  of  foster 
children.” 

“It’s  [the  motion]  predictable,” 
said  Tony  Donigan,  the  lawyer  for 
the  plaintiffs.  “In  a  cutting-edge 


civil  rights  case  it’s  traditional  to 
test  the  parameters  of  the  case.  If  I 
were  Don  Stern  [the  defendant’s 
lawyer],  I  would  have  done  the 
same  thing.” 

Representatives  from  Stern’s 
and  Dukakis’  office  were  not 
available  for  comment. 

Despite  delays,  “I  think  it  [the 
case]  will  be  heard  and  that  we’ll 
win  the  case,”  said  Babets.  “If 
someone  went  to  the  doctor  and 
the  doctor  handed  the  patient  a 
prescription  and  the  doctor  didn’t 
examine  the  patient,  they  would 
probably  sue  the  doctor.  We’re 
suing  [because]  the  governor  has 
made  a  prescription  [for  foster 
children],  and  he  doesn’t  know 
what’s  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
children.”

Bostonians  oppose 
U.S.  militarism 


Activists  took  their  message  to  the  streets  of  Boston,  April 
14,  the  day  before  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  was 
scheduled  to  vote  for  military  aid  to  the  Contra  forces  trying  to 
overthrow  the  Nicaraguan  government.  The  House  turned  down 
Reagan’s  $100  million  Contra  aid  package  in  an  April  16  vote.  A 
new  vote  is  expected  next  month. 

Two  members  of  the  lesbian-feminist  affinity  group.  Black 
Sweaters,  were  arrested  during  the  demonstration  for  refusing  to 
leave  the  lobby  of  the  building  that  houses  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  (CIA)  offices.  Demonstrators  rallied  at  the  JFK  Federal 
Building,  outside  the  CIA  offices  and  near  the  Park  Street  T  sta¬ 
tion  during  the  day-long  event.  The  Boston  Pledge  of  Resistance, 
part  of  a  national  organization  committed  to  resisting  U.S. 
military  intervention  in  Central  America,  organized  the  action. 

This  demonstration,  which  included  more  than  1,000  partici¬ 
pants,  was  one  of  three  Boston  demonstrations  held  this  week  op¬ 
posing  U.S.  military  policy.  New  England  War  Tax  Resistance 
and  Boston’s  Feminist  Cluster  organized  an  anti-war  tax  demon¬ 
stration  on  April  15,  the  deadline  for  filing  tax  returns  with  the  In¬ 
ternal  Revenue  Service.  Also  on  April  15,  Mobilization  for  Sur¬ 
vival,  the  Council  for  a  Nuclear  Weapons  Freeze  and  the 
American  Friends  Service  Committee  organized  a  protest  against 
the  U.S.  bombing  of  Libya.

Despite  what  have  proven  to  be 
overwhelming  odds  against  suc¬ 
cess,  playwrights  and  theater 
directors  continually  attempt  to 
update  or  otherwise  adapt  classic 
plays  and  legends  to  contem¬ 
porary  circumstances,  presumably 
to  make  them  more  relevant  to 
audiences.  The  latest  attempt  at 
such  adaptation  is  Immortal,  by 
Felice  Picano  and  Jerry  Campbell, 
based  on  the  Greek  legend  of 
Ganymede,  a  “beautiful”  young 
boy  made  immortal  by  a  lustful 
Zeus.  Unfortunately,  Immortal 
does  nothing  to  dispel  the  com¬ 
mon  sense  notion  that  well  enough 
should  be  left  alone. 

Immortal  follows  closely 
Picano ’s  retelling  of  the  legend  in 
his  novella  An  Asian  Minor.  In  it, 
as  in  the  play,  Ganymede  takes  a 
break  from  the  goings-on  up  on 
Olympus  —  which  from  all  indica¬ 


tions  is  Filled  with  blond,  blue¬ 
eyed,  “perfect”  14-year-olds  —  to 
give  us  some  advice  on  how  to  get, 
in  his  own  words,  “a  sugar  daddy 
who  really  counts,  rather  than 
settling  for  whomever  comes 
along.” 

Ganymede,  played  in  this  pro¬ 
duction  by  a  hesitant  and  inex¬ 
perienced  Damon  Bopp,  is  an 
unimportant  son  of  King  Troas, 
who  becomes  increasingly  upset  as 
visitors  to  his  court  notice  —  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  other  matters 
—  the  physical  perfection  of  his 
son.  The  king,  played  by  Lance 
Spellerberg,  is  a  modern, 
business-suited,  slightly  hysterical 
executive  who  rules  his  kingdom 
with  the  attitude  and  bearing  of 
the  head  of  a  multinational  cor¬ 
poration.  In  order  to  solve  the 
problem  he  has  with  Ganymede, 
Troas  sends  him  into  internal 
exile. 

Ganymede’s  first  encounter  in 
exile  is  with  the  god  Hermes  — 
nicknamed  Speedy  —  who  is 
disguised  as  a  jogger  complete

with  cut  away  running  shorts, 
Walkman  and  a  badly  executed 
fake  French  accent.  Speedy,  like 
everyone  else  in  the  play,  finds 
Ganymede  absolutely  irresistible 
solely  on  the  basis  of  his  physical 
attributes,  flatters  him  endlessly 
and  proceeds  to  ravish  his  prey 
(tastefully,  of  course,  behind  a 
sheer  curtain).  Ganymede  rejects 
Hermes  after  deciding  that  he  is 
not  really  what  he  seeks. 

After  hearing  of  his  failure  to 
keep  Ganymede  out  of  “trouble,” 
his  father  decides  to  apprentice 
him  to  the  local  blacksmith  —

isn’t  there  one  down  on  Boylston 
Street?  —  where  the  young  thing 
immediately  finds  himself  involv¬ 
ed  with  the  god  of  war  —  stage 
name,  Spike.  What  follows  is  the 
most  literally  pathetic  scene  staged 
in  recent  memory  as  Ares  — 
played  by  a  black  actor  — 
vacillates  wildly  between  being  the 
last  man  on  earth  and  a  wimpering 
pansy  in  wooing  what  we  are 
repeatedly  told  is  the  perfect 
specimen  of  Caucasian  boyhood. 
Again,  a  god  is  rejected. 

Not  to  be  outdone  by  his 
precocious  son,  Troas  next  sends 
Ganymede  to  the  harem  for 
safekeeping.  This  particular 
harem  is  delightful  —  composed 
of  one  woman  and  a  bevy  of  drag 
queens  who  sing,  dance  and 
generally  “carry  on  like  white 
women.”  Especially  wonderful  in 
the  cast  is  Field  Blauvelt  who  does 
a  show-stopping  rendition  of 
“Needle  in  a  Haystack”  without 
missing  a  mouthed  word  —  seem¬ 
ingly  a  rare  feat  among  drags 
north  of  Virginia.  Blauvelt  is  in 
fact  the  most  impressive  member 
of  the  otherwise  inexperienced 
cast.  His  timing  is  perfect,  his 
characterizations  complete  and  his 
delivery  strong  and  confident. 
One  hopes  to  see  him  work  with 
better  material. 

Alas,  Ganymede  is  not  safe 
among  the  women  either  as  the 
harem  is  invaded  by  Sunny,  the 
god  Apollo,  disguised  as  a  rock 
singer.  After  a  couple  of  songs 
and  a  lot  of  drugs,  Ganymede  re¬ 
jects  Apollo  as  another  less-than- 
perfect  god. 


At  last,  Ganymede  decides  that 
he’s  had  enough  and  runs  away 
from  home.  He  runs  headlong  in¬ 
to  the  arms  of  a  shepherd  who  — 
you  guessed  it  —  is  yet  another 
god  in  disguise.  After  several 
weeks  of  bliss  with  this  simple 
man  (the  noble  savage  routine) 
Ganymede  is  captured  by  Troas 
and  dragged  back  to  the  kingdom 
for  the  ultimate  solution  to  the 
problem  —  he’s  going  to  be 
sacrificed.  All  the  preparations 
are  made  but  —  you  guessed  it 
again  —  the  shepherd,  now  reveal¬ 
ing  his  identity  as  Zeus,  shows  up 
just  in  the  nick  of  time.  Troas  and 
his  cronies  are  given  a  sound  ver¬ 
bal  thrashing,  and  Ganymede  and 
Zeus,  after  a  little  bargaining  by 
Ganymede  —  he  not  only  wants  to 
be  immortal  but  also  eternally 
young  —  chastely  consummate 
their  union.  During  this  consum¬ 
mation,  two  men  enter  and  dance 
a  cliched,  sugary  sweet  pas  de 
deux  whose  only  purpose  is  to 
strike  poses  reminiscent  of  the  il¬ 
lustrations  in  An  Asian  Minor 
(“The  illustrator  should  be  locked 
in  a  closet  with  Barbara  Cartland 
for  eternity  as  punishment,”  ac¬ 
cording  to  one  critic). 

The  moral  of  Immortal  is  a 
good  one,  especially  in  these  days 
of  AIDS  consciousness  —  what 
looks  and  acts  like  a  god  is  not 
necessarily  for  you.  The  moral 
holds  true  for  plays  as  well  —  just 
because  one  is  written  by  a  famous 
writer  doesn’t  mean  that  it  is 
good.  Immortal  is  a  perfect  case  in 
point.

anyway?  Vogue  Magazine  is  fun  but  it  ig¬ 
nores  all  the  good  things  that  the  women’s 
movement  has  brought.  For  instance:  the 
lesbian  community  we  have  today. 

Even  with  the  graveyard  ending. 
Vogue  Magazine  is  just  the  sort  of  thing  I 
go  to  a  Women’s  Theater  Festival  to  see. 
Not  so. for  the  piece  that  followed,  fn  Tiber 
Melting  by  Carol  Braverman.  Briefly,  the 
plot:  Isabel,  a  graduate  student  in  history, 
gets  involved  with  Brent,  who’s  remote 
and  condescending.  They  get  married  and 
he  acts  like  a  strict  father  who  has  an  im¬ 
possible  child.  In  one  scene  he  comes 
home  and  criticizes  her  for  moving  his  pen¬ 
cils  around.  Why  is  he  such  a  prick?  Why 
does  she  stay?  Who  knows?  Instead  of 
shedding  any  light  on  such  questions,  a 
mysterious  woman  dressed  in  a  long  hoop 
skirt  appears  in  the  background.  She’s 
Fanny,  the  author  of  a  nineteenth  century 
diary  that  Isabel  finds  in  a  junk  shop.  Fan¬ 
ny’s  struggle  to  make  her  slave-owning 
husband  see  the  moral  error  of  his  ways 
comes  to  the  forefront  (a  relief  from  Brent’s 
constant  sniping  at  Isabel) . 

The  production  of  In  Tiber  Melting 
was  awful,  mostly  because  of  the  script. 
The  scenes  are  confusing  and  the  dialogue 
is  terrible.  Besides  that,  all  the  male 
characters  are  condescending  to  the 
women  and  the  women  just  put  up  with  it. 
When  there  are  men  in  the  audience  who 
identify  with  the  men  in  the  play  and  laugh 
at  their  put-downs,  it’s  hard  not  to  wonder 
aloud:  this  is  women’s  theater? 

The  last  act  of  the  Festival  was  Tina 
Wernimont  who  entertained  us  with  one  of 
her  talks  of  Wizardly  Women.  “Billie  and 
Sal”  is  about  a  lesbian  couple:  Sal  stays 
home  and  does  the  cooking  while  Billie 
works  on  the  road.  Wernimont  borrows 
from  the  old  folk  song  “Tell  Old  Bill”  for 
the  story  line  and  sings  verses  of  it  as  she 
relates  the  story  of  how  Billie  meets  her 
end  fighting  off  one  of  her  fellow  road 
workers.  Wernimont  tells  the  story  with  a 
simple  direct  style  that  communicates  the 
feelings  of  the  two  women.  She  followed 
the  story  with  a  grand  finale  demonstration 
of  Chinese  ribbon  dancing  waving  im¬ 
possibly  long  thin  pieces  of  fabric  that  loop 
through  the  air  and  never  touch  the 
ground.  I  would  have  liked  to  hear  more  of 
her  stories  and  seen  more  of  her  other 
talents. 

With  that,  the  Women  and  Theater 
Festival  ’86  ended.  Looking  back  over  the 
eight  productions  I  saw,  I  feel  disappointed 
for  the  most  part.  I  wish  the  festival 
organizers  better  luck  in  their  selection  next 
year. 


should  not  be  surprising:  the  concept  is 
credited  to  two  women  and  a  man,  but 
the  writing,  direction,  and  music  are  by 
men.  1  wish  it  were  surprising,  but  if 
“regular,”  i.e.  male-dominated,  theatre 
could  meet  our  needs,  what  would  be 
the  point  of  a  Women  in  Theatre 
Festival? 

An  extended  scene  of  Candy’s  sex¬ 
ual  and  emotional  harassment  by  the 
scummy  cop  demonstrates  another 
reason  for  excluding  men.  Women  in 
the  audience  were  booing  and  yelling, 
“Change  the  script!”  in  a  way  that  in¬ 
dicated  not  involvement  in  the  scene 
but  anger  and  repulsion  at  its  inclusion. 
The  play  was  written  by  Jerry  Cofta, 
who  plays  the  cop:  this  particular  scene 
made  the  Festival  feel  unsafe  to  many 
women. 

If  House  exemplifies  the  reasons 
for  keeping  men  out  of  the  Festival, 
Holding  Patterns,  put  on  by  Performers’ 
Ensemble  the  next  night,  is  a  powerful 
argument  for  including  them  when 
necessary.  From  the  moment  Pat 
bounds  into  the  kitchen  swinging  a 
racket  and  crowing,  “Boy,  did  I 
dominate  the  court  today!”  we  are 
engrossed  in  the  overlapping  stories  of 
two  families,  one  upper-class,  one 
working-class,  suffering  domestic 
violence  at  the  hands  of  men.  With  ex¬ 
cellent  acting  by  Sindri  Andersen, 
Stephen  McLaughlin,  James  Altuner, 
and  Susan  Galbraith  (also  playwright 
and  director)  the  play  documents 
psychological  as  well  as  physical 
violence.  Both  men  create  a  climate  of 
fear  in  their  homes,  both  infantilize  and 
degrade  their  wives.  The  subtle  and 
overt  patterns  passed  on  in  families  are 
well  delineated:  for  all  that  Julian 
despises  his  father  for  beating  his 
mother,  when  he  suspects  his  girlfriend 
Marysia  of  dating  someone  else,  he  sur¬ 
prises  himself  by  slapping  her.  For  all 


that  Marysia  loathes  her  abusive  father 
George,  she  finds  herself  yelling  at  her 
mother  that  she  is  stupid  —  for  not  leav¬ 
ing  George. 

Also  presented  Thursday  night  was 
Double  Edge’s  production  of  Frantz 
Kroetz’s  Request  Concert,  a  play  which 
owes  a  great  deal  to  Chantal  Akerman's 
Jeanne  Delmain.  Without  ever  speak¬ 
ing  a  word,  just  occasionally  singing 
along  with  the  radio,  Daina  Robins 
superbly  communicates  intense 
loneliness  and  strain.  For  much  of  the 
time  she  is  listening  to  the  radio  though, 
Robins  is  upstaged  by  it:  “Prairie  Home 
Companion”  is  more  interesting  than 
watching  an  alienated  character  do 
nothing.  Robins  does  manage  to  make 
“Prairie  Home’s”  cozy  comfort  another 
torment  for  her  character,  and  well 
before  the  dramatic  denouement  has 
established  her  character  as  a  tragic 
figure.  Robins’s  talent  makes  this  a 
worthwhile,  if  harrowing,  experience. 

Originally  part  of  a  program  of  one- 
acts  entitled  Other  Girls,  Lovers’ 
Entr'acte  is  a  delightful,  often  hysterical¬ 
ly  funny  look  at  lovers’  relationships. 
Reagan  Vann  and  Ellen  Zachos  are 
wonderfully  daffy  as  they  take  us 
through  a  series  of  different  lesbian  rela¬ 
tionships,  beginning  with  the  crush  on 
the  counselor  at  Camp  Lucky  Duck, 
where  if  the  girls  are  lucky,  they  grow 
up  to  be  counselors  —  and  “ducks.” 
Occasional  lapses  into  seriousness  were 
sometimes  a  little  jarring,  but  otherwise 
the  production  was  pure  pleasure.  It 
was  also  a  joy  to  see  lesbianism  taken 
for  granted  in  the  best  way,  as  the 
natural  foundation  of  many  lives. 

Friday  night  brought  more  humor 
and  another  kind  of  joy  with  Mixed 
Company’s  Female  Troubles:  how 
refreshing  to  finally  see  some  specifically 
feminist  theatre!  Dori  Appel  and 
Carolyn  Myers’  trenchant  satires  mock 


the  paternalistic  attitude  of  doctors, 
those  “amateurs,  pretenders  to  the 
throne,  imitating  the  mother  in  their 
surgeon’s  gowns.”  They  point  out  the 
downplayed  risks  of  plastic  surgery 
while  maintaining  compassion  for  the 
deluded  women  who  believe  that  a  nip 
and  tuck  will  solve  all  their  problems. 
The  audience  went  wild  during  “IPD,’ 
an,  ah,  incisive  and  penetrating  account 
by  a  doctor  (female,  of  course)  of  that 
new  contraceptive,  the  Intra-penal 
Device,  and  its  effect  (minimal  and 
unimportant,  of  course)  on  the  male 
subjects.  In  a  powerful,  poignant  piece, 
Appel  presents  an  institutionalized 
housewife  who  has  come  to  realize  that 
“being  crazy  may  be  the  ultimate 
demonstration  of  feminine  obedience.” 
This  East  Coast  audience  was  slow  to 
warm  up  to  Myer’s  closing  invocation  of 
the  goddess,  but  her  boisterous 
spirituality  finally  triumphed.  Let’s  hope 
Mixed  Company  returns  next  year. 

Friday  night  also  provided  the 
welcome  opportunity  to  use  the  terms 
“exquisite”  and  “breathtaking”  without 
exaggeration.  The  audience  was  indeed 
spellbound  by  the  highlight  of  the 
Acrobats'  Bratasia  show,  “Bedtime 
Story,”  featuring  Niki  Swarthout’s  stun¬ 
ning  acrobatics.  The  comic  monologues 
by  Karen  Gersch,  however,  were  em¬ 
barrassingly  awful,  full  of  dated  Henny 
Youngman-type  jokes.  Less  talk,  more 
movement  could  give  this  duo  a 
devoted  following. 

The  Thunder  Thighs  Review’s 
“Women  of  Substance  —  Comedy  at 
Large”  is  a  celebration  of  women  of 
size.  Kay  Lawson’s  and  Joyce  Scott’s 
choice  of  tight,  low-cut,  traditionally 
“sexy”  attire  in  black  and  red  im¬ 
mediately  challenges  any  stereotypes 
that  might  be  lingering  in  unenlightened 
audience  minds.  After  a  fierce  opening 
in  which  Kay  Lawson  calls  down 


Gets  Lost 


Controversy

The  annual  Women’s  Theatre 
Festival  has  been  renamed  the  “Women 
in  Theatre  Festival”  and  what  this 
portends  is  a  matter  of  some  controver¬ 
sy.  Rosemary  Curb’s  article  in  the 
theatre  program  (kudos  to  the 
organizers  for  permitting  that  space  for 
debate)  points  out  that  while  the  new 
title  is  deliberately  broader,  including 
students,  technical  workers,  etc.,  it  is 
also  “non -threatening  because  it  is 
apolitical.”  Being  also  rather  vague,  it 
has  opened  the  door  to  productions 
written,  directed,  and  performed  by 
men.  The  opening  night  performance  of 
The  House  on  Mayhem  Street  did 
much  to  confirm  many  women’s  worst 
fears  about  what  inclusion  of  men 
would  mean. 

The  talents  of  the  multi-racial, 
multi-ethnic  Mass  Transit  Street  Theatre 
were  generally  wasted.  The  ludicrous 
but  unfunny  premise  of  House  is  that 
Candy,  a  young  resident  of  a  battered 
women’s  shelter,  allows  her  friend 
Bobby  to  hide  out  from  the  cops  there. 
Tootsie-ism  strikes  again:  it  takes  a  man 
(impersonating  a  woman)  to  bring  joy, 
trust,  harmony  and  a  sense  of  self-worth 
to  an  unhappy  group  of  women.  At  the 
play’s  climax  —  which  takes  place  be¬ 
tween  the  two  men,  of  course  —  the 
four  women  physically  prevent  the 
loathesome  cop  and  Bobby  from 
shooting  each  other.  Thus,  Woman’s 
Civilizing  Influence  triumphs.  After 
Nadeen  talks  about  racism  and  classism 
having  driven  the  Black  teenager  to  his 
crime,  the  women  join  hands: 
“Together  we  must  make  the  world  safe 
for  Bobby!”  they  declare.  Curtain. 

Not  only  is  the  play  poorly  written, 
it  is  profoundly  sexist.  John  Martin- 
Green  as  Bobby  could  be  said  to  steal 
the  show,  if  it  hadn’t  already  been  gift- 
wrapped  for  him.  Perhaps  the  consis¬ 
tent  dramatic  focus  on  the  two  men

Rhiannon,  best  known  for  her  singing 
with  the  women’s  jazz  group  Alive!  opened 
the  Festival  with  a  combination  of  a  capella 
singing  and  monologues  entitled  Telling 
Her  Song.  Undeniably,  Rhiannon  has  an 
accomplished  voice  with  a  full  range  of 
strength  and  subtlety  and  a  wonderful  abili¬ 
ty  for  scat.  But  interspersed  with  her 
musical  improvisation  were  a  series  of  less 
successful  bits  having  to  do  with  a  woman 
named  Margaret  who  flew  (without  an 
airplane),  voices  she  heard  at  age  19,  and 
shoulder  pads.  Dressed  in  a  fairy  tale-like 
patchwork,  Rhiannon  swings  from  fanciful 
stories  about  being  turned  inside  out  and 
riding  a  bicycle  to  her  sadness  at  not  being 
able  to  communicate  with  her  mother 
(“tell  me  about  your  life  —  not  your 
menus”). 

As  a  whole  the  piece  doesn’t  hang 
together.  While  it’s  fascinating  to  watch  just 
about  anyone  with  enough  nerve  and 
energy  to  hold  an  audience’s  attention,  it’s 
not  necessarily  satisfying  theater. 

It  was  encouraging  to  return  Saturday 
night  for  At  the  Foot  of  the  Mountain’s 
Neurotic  Erotic  Exotics,  a  play  created  by 
and  about  women  of  color  in  collaboration 
with  Spiderwoman  Theater.  The  cast  of 
seven  women  come  out  on  stage  initially 
striking  satirical  poses:  a  Native  American 


or  Compromise?

vengeance  on  tnose  wno  devalue  ta 
women,  the  duo  examines  the  intersec 
tion  of  racism,  sexism  and  weightism 
Most  of  the  rest  of  the  material  is  com 
edy,  some  a  bit  abrasive.  They  clos' 
with  a  lovely  Fan  Dance,  proving  con 
clusively  that  fat  women  can  be  at  leas 
as  sensuous,  sexy,  and  seductive  as  an 
lesser  women. 

Decade,  written  by  Jackie 
Holborough  and  performed  by  the 
British  group  Clean  Break,  is  a  well- 
acted,  deceptively  low-key  account  of  a 
political  prisoner’s  experience,  based  on 
the  real  experience  of  group  members 
and  others.  After  ten  years  imprison¬ 
ment  —  her  sentence  is  for  298  years  — 
the  fiesty  prisoner  persuades  herself  that 
by  burrowing  into  her  mind  and  shutting 
out  her  present  reality  she  will  win.  This 
play  could  have  used  more  detailed 
program  notes,  as  many  references 
were  difficult  or  unintelligible  for  this 
U.S.  audience. 

Clean  Break’s  show  was  set  for 
10:30  p.m.,  and  so  got  a  smaller,  less 
attentive  audience  than  they  deserve. 
Perhaps  next  year  the  first  show  could 
start  earlier,  or  more  shows  could  be 
scheduled  for  the  Saturday  afternoon 
block. 

In  Mud,  by  Maria  Irenes  Fornes,  an 
illiterate  farm  woman  is  going  to  school, 
learning  to  read,  “to  transcend  the 
’mud’  of  her  personal  and  societal 
sloth,”  while  her  mate,  Lloyd,  is  literally 
down  among  the  pigs.  Mae  brings  an 
older  man,  Henry,  into  their  home  and- 
her  bed,  impressed  by  his  apparent,  but 
specious,  literacy  and  profundity.  Jo 
Ann  Schmidman,  who  also  directed, 
plays  Mae  as  so  majestic  (“She  was  in  a 
Greek  tragedy  —  all  by  herself,”  said 
one  viewer)  that  it  is  impossible  to 
believe  she  is  really  trapped.  When  she 
finally  leaves  the  two  “bloodsucking" 
men,  Lloyd  shoots  and  kills  her.

woman  gallops  on  stage  to  the  theme  from 
The  Lone  Ranger,  a  Chinese  woman 
politely  bows  and  explains  she  is  in  the 
“model  minority,”  a  Chicana  woman  is 
spicy  and  alluring,  the  Black  woman  hip 
and  into  upward  mobility,  the  Jewish 
woman  an  overdressed  motor  mouth. 
After  making  fun  of  the  stereotypes,  the 
women  ask,  “Is  this  what  it’s  going  to  be 
about?  No!”  In  chorus  they  proceed  to  tell 
the  audience  of  the  scars,  “It  hurts.  Can’t 
you  see  it?  It  hurts!” 

The  women  go  on  to  relate  some  of 
the  painful  revelations  of  their  lives  in 
segments  dedicated  to  friends  and 
relatives.  The  most  moving  was  Sophroni 
Liu’s  dreamlike  cocktail  party  scene  where 
another  woman  grasps  her  hand,  cutting  it 
with  a  razor  blade.  No  one  pays  any  atten¬ 
tion  and  no  one  will  help  her.  Mixed  with 
the  horror  and  sense  of  alienation  is  her 
shame  for  having  “messed  up  their  party.” 

The  segments  shift  from  painful 
memories  about  the  lack  of  respect  this 
culture  has  for  Native  Americans,  to 
humorous  observations  about  the  past  and 
the  women’s  own  self  definitions.  Ester 
tells  about  how  she  went  to  Jerusalem  and 
“came  back  and  thought  about  the  Palesti¬ 
nians  and  all  I  wanted  to  do  was  join  a  Zen 
monastery.”  Angelita  tells  of  her  realization 
of  the  word  Chicana,  soon  followed  by  the 
realization  of  another  word:  lesbian. 

The  most  enjoyable  parts  of  the  play 
were  the  scenes  from  a  Chinese  family.  I 
would  have  liked  to  see  more  of  this 
ensemble  interaction  and  a  little  less  talking 
to  the  audience  as  they  did  in  the  end, 
each  giving  a  final  word  about  the  harm  of 
stereotypes.  All  in  all  it  was  well  performed 
but  not  ground  breaking,  though  this  was 
the  first  time  I  had  seen  that  configuration 
of  ethnic  backgrounds  (with  a  Jewish 
woman  included  in  a  piece  about  women 
of  color) . 

Woman’s  Word,  performed  by  Nancy 
Brooks,  a  white  woman  from  Indiana,  was 
quite  a  contrast.  As  she  began  the  anth¬ 
ology  of  women’s  writings  with  pieces 
about  the  hard  life  of  female  forebearers,  1 
thought  about  how  comfortable  my  mother 
would  be  listening  to  this  non-threatening 
Middle  America  brand  of  feminism 
delivered  without  any  sort  of  theatrical  risks 
or  innovations.  The  references  to  Miriam, 
the  prophetess,  Shakespeare’s  sister,  and 
two  frogs  that  fell  into  a  bucket  of  milk  and 
the  milk  into  butter,  seemed 
unbelievably  wholesome  and  dated.  This 
went  on  for  over  half  the  performance 
before  I  was  jolted  awake  by  a  reference  to 
Harriet  Tubman’s  revolver.  “I  like  to  think 
of  Harriet  Tubman  and  her  revolver  when  I 
think  of  President  Reagan.”  After  that, 
some  of  the  words  began  to  sound  familiar. 
At  the  end  of  the  performance,  Brooks  ex¬ 
plained  that  it  was  a  collection  of  women’s 
writing  (in  chronological  order)  that  in¬ 
cluded  Susan  Griffin,  Nikki  Giovanni  and 
Marge  Piercy.

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—'■Next  was  Spiderwoman,  the  three 
madcap  Native  American  sisters  from 
Brooklyn  with  their  wild  and  witty 
conoclastic  jumble  of  words  and  images: 
Ta  Da.  When  Muriel  Miguel,  Lisa  Mayo 
and  Gloria  Miguel  take  the  stage,  the 
audience  is  immediately  enthralled  by 
these  big,  daring,  dark-skinned  women 
who  are  so  zany. 

It’s  amazing  to  see  what  Spiderwoman 
gets  away  with  on  stage  and  still  gets  hardy 
applause.  Three  Up  and  Three  Down,  this 
year's  offering  (announced  as  a  work  in 
progress  —  and  they  weren’t  kidding  about 
that),  has  the  women  going  on  a  quest  for 
a  breadbasket,  zapping  “isms”  with  spit 
guns,  Cvith  references  to  past  life  regression 
and  Jane  Eyre  thrown  in.  The  most 
coherent  segment  was  an  extended 
monologue  by  Muriel  Miguel  in  which  she 
relates  a  tale  of  lesbian  lust  being  inter¬ 
rupted  by  various  diversions.  It’s  done  in  a 
funny  porn  parody  full  of  detail  about  the 
gray,  second-hand  Halston  jacket  and  her 
turquoise-inlayed  Bic  lighter.  The  show 
ends  with  all  three  of  them  wearing  moose 
antlers  and  dancing  around  to  the  top  40 


hit  Living  in  America  ...  All  I  can  say  is  if 
Spiderwoman  didn’t  have  so  much  poten¬ 
tial,  this  show  wouldn’t  seem  like  such  a 
rip-off.  I  hope  they  soon  tire  of  getting  by 
on  the  force  of  their  personalities  and  get 
down  to  some  serious  (comic)  work.  On 
the  other  hand  —  why  bother?  Whatever 
they  do,  the  audience  loves  it. 

On  Sunday  the  afternoon  marathon 
of  local  theater  opened  with  Newbury 
Street  Theater’s  I  Read  About  My  Death  in 
Vogue  Magazine,  a  history  of  the  women’s 
movement  in  the  course  of  a  day.  Lydia 
Sargent,  writer,  director  and  main 
character,  comes  out  and  announces  it’s 
morning  in  the  women’s  movement  — 
pre-dawn  that  is.  Suddenly  it’s  the  ’50s  and 
the  other  members  of  the  cast  emerge 
oohing  and  ahhing  with  purses  and  heels, 
revolving  in  a  mock  fashion  show  to  the 
tune  of  Chantilly  Lace.  Each  is  a  nurse, 
secretary,  waitress  or  mom,  all  dressed  ap¬ 
propriately  in  their  pretty  little  clothes  and 
accessories. 

The  play  switches  back  and  forth  from 
the  ’50s,  ’60s,  and  70s,  to  the  present-day 
houseful  of  movement  women  (who  are 
now  construction  workers,  women’s 

studies  teachers,  environmentalists,  an¬ 
archist  printers  and  staff  for  battered 
women’s  shelters)  as  they  relive  that  fateful 
hour  when  they  picked  up  copies  of  Vogue 
and  found  that  the  women’s  movement 
was  dead.  (Actually,  co-opted  would  be  a 
better  word.) 

Along  with  Neurotic  Erotic  Exotics, 
Vogue  Magazine  was  the  best  thing  I’d 
seen.  My  favorite  part  was  the  segment 
reliving  the  late  ’60s  in  the  New  Left.  The 
women  of  the  Newbury  Street  Theater  are 
good  at  physical  humor.  They  do  a  great 
job  acting  like  adolescent  males  or  cool, 
right-on  campus  radicals  who  can’t  be 
bothered  to  listen  to  women  in  meetings 
and  have  more  important  things  to  do  than 
keep  up  their  share  of  the  cleaning.  The 
version  presented  for  the  festival  had  some 
sections  cut  for  length.  Perhaps  that's  why 
we  missed  the  late  ’60s/early  70s 
women’s  movement  in  full  bloom.  Too 
bad.  Suddenly  they  were  into  the  snarling 
70s  woman;  a  single,  independent  little 
thing  nudging  her  way  to  the  top. 

Yes,  the  movement’s  suffered  from 
attacks  by  sexist  creeps,  the  right  wing,  and 
commercialization,  but  to  end  the  piece 
with  a  field  of  tombstones  is  ridiculous.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Vogue,  the  woman  of  the  ’80s 
may  be  a  corporate  executive  who  dares  to 
be  feminine,  but  who  ever  made  Vogue 
the  authority  on  the  status  of  women

Over  450  dedicated  volunteers  are  organized  into  action-oriented  subcommittes  and  task 
forces.  The  chairs  of  each  subcommittee  sit  as  members  of  the  governing  Steering 
Committee.  Volunteer  subcommittees  include: 

•  Support  Services  •  Finance  •  Education  •  Personnel  •  Public  Relations 

•  Holistic  Therapies  •  Mental  Health  •  Fundraising  •  Volunteer  Management 

•  Pastoral  Care  •  People  with  AIDS  •  Hemophilia  Group  •  Hotline. 

The  AIDS  ACTION  staff  is  divided  into  three  departments:  Client  Services,  Education, 
and  Administration  &  Finance.  The  paid  staff  includes  the  Executive  Director,  Client 
Services  Director,  Education  Director,  Administrative  and  Financial  Director,  Support 
Services  Coordinator,  Two  Social  Workers,  Housing  Coordinator,  Support  Services 
Volunteer  Coordinator,  Hotline  Coordinator,  Health-Care  Provider  Educator,  Gay 
Community  Educator,  IV-Drug  Educator,  Holistic  Therapies  Coordinator,  Haitian 
Services  Coordinator,  Special  Events  Coordinator,  Bookkeeper/Office  Manager,  and  two 
Administrative  Assistants. 


Client  services  now  include  direct,  hospice-like  care  for  people  with 
AIDS  provided  by  over  110  well- trained  "buddies"  of  the  Support 
Service  Team,  recreational  services  for  people  with  AIDS  and  ARC, 
pastoral  counseling,  holistic  therapies,  support  groups  for  people 
with  AIDS,  ARC,  the  "worried  well,"  and  their  friends  and  families, 
evaluation  and  referral  for  individual  mental  health  services,  social 
service  advocacy,  financial  counseling,  legal  counseling,  emergency 
financial  loans  to  people  with  AIDS  to  cover  housing,  food,  and 
medical  needs,  a  short-term  subsidized  housing  program,  a  direct 
food  voucher  program,  and  a  Haitian  program.  For  the  year  ahead, 
AIDS  ACTION  plans  to  increase  current  services  by  over  70%,  and 
to  increase  the  overall  scope  of  services,  especially  for  people  with 
ARC.

Three  years  ago— In  January,  1983— we  thought  that  by  the 
spring  of  '86  the  AIDS  ACTION  Committee  would  be  Closing 
its  doors,  a  cure  would  have  been  found,  treatment  modali¬ 
ties  would  be  well  underway,  and  people  all  over  the  world 
would  be  getting  a  safe,  protective  vaccine.  No  one  dreamed 
it  would  get  this  bad,  or  that  in  the  spring  of  ’86  we  would 
be  making  plans  for  a  prolonged  and  much  more  profound 
effort. 

Yes,  the  AIDS  epidemic — and  the  epidemic  of  fear — is  in  full 
bloom  here  in  Massachusetts.  The  grim  fact  that  another 
person  is  diagnosed  with  AIDS  every  day  in  Massachusetts, 
and  15-20  more  around  the  rest  of  the  United  States,  is  not 
the  kind  of  news  that  brightens  your  spring  day  (nor  mine). 

The  need  to  proceed  is  obvious.  Our  volunteers,  our  Steering 
Committee,  and  our  staff  have  defined,  redefined,  and  ana¬ 
lyzed  the  kinds  of  services  we  offer  while  striving  to  keep 
pace  with  the  increasing  case  load.  Their  incredible  passion 
and  generosity  to  make  AIDS  ACTION  the  best  AIDS  organi¬ 
zation  of  its  type  in  the  country  is  firmly  rooted  in  a  driv¬ 
ing  compassion,  care,  and  concern  for  those  affected  by  this 
horrible  disease. 

This  report  tells  you  where  we've  been,  what  we've  been 
doing,  and  something  about  where  we  have  to  go.  We 
wouldn't  have  gotten  as  far  as  we  have  without  the  gener¬ 
ous  support  of  so  many  individuals,  businesses,  public 
health  experts,  researchers,  and  elected  public  officials,  all 
of  whom  placed  their  trust  in  the  ability  of  AIDS  ACTION, 
its  volunteers  and  paid  staff  to  create  and  weave  a  safety 
net  so  that  no  one  with  AIDS  or  ARC  would  fall  through  the 
cracks. 

I  hope  you  will  Join  me  in  the  fight  for  life  and  in  helping 
AIDS  ACTION  continue  to  plan  and  build.

AIDS  ACTION  has  been  extrordinarily  fortunate 
in  enlisting  donated,  in-kind  professional  ser¬ 
vices  from  its  over  450  volunteers  estimated  at 
over  $500,000  for  FY86.  AIDS  ACTION  is 
grounded  in  the  strength  and  commitment  of  its 
volunteers. 

Current  and  future  expenses  reflect  the  rapid 
growth  of  educational  and  direct  services.  As  the

The  only  known  effective  AIDS  pre¬ 
vention  is  risk  reducing  education 
targeted  at  high-risk  populations.  In 
Massachusettts,  AIDS  ACTION  has  been 
effective  in  educating  health  care 
workers,  members  of  high-risk  groups, 
and  large  segments  of  the  general  pop¬ 
ulation,  and  AIDS  ACTION  programs  and 
methods  are  now  used  as  models  by 
groups  in  Miami,  Oklahoma  City, 
Minneapolis,  San  Juan,  and  in  the 
New  England  cities  of  Portland,  Maine; 
Providence,  Rhode  Island;  and 
Burlington,  Vermont. 

AIDS  ACTION  educational  campaigns, 
including  conferences,  seminars,  work¬ 
shops,  printed,  audio,  and  video  ma¬ 
terials,  and  educational  special  events 
throughout  the  state  have  to  date  been 
demonstratively  effective  in  curbing 
counterproductive  fears  and  in  increasing 
accurate  understanding  of  AIDS  treatment, 
transmission,  and  patient  care.

ment  to  pay  for  virtually  all  staff  salaries  and  a 
wide  variety  of  programs.  Although  AIDS 
ACTION  will  continue  to  lobby  for  increased 
government  funding,  the  Committee’s  long  term 
strategy  will  pursue  increased  strength  through 
private  support  and  self  supporting,  income 
generating  programs  both  now,  while  AIDS  is 
prominent  in  the  public  consciousness,  and  into 
the  future  when  the  effects  of  AIDS  will  be 
greater  but  funding  more  difficult  to  procure. 

For  the  first  half  of  FY86,  the  fundraising  team 
spent  less  that  $.15  for  each  $1.00  collected  for 
AIDS  ACTION  programs.

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Women  in  Theater  Festival:  Controversy  or  Compromise?

The  language  of  the  play  is  one 
indication  of  its  pretentiousness. 
“I  feel  I  am  hollow  and 
offensive,”  Mae  declaims.  ‘‘We 
are  all  base  ...”  At  one  point,  she 
muses,  “If  I  were  to  ask  myself 
that  ...”  in  amazingly  proper 
grammar.  This  is  not  the  language 


of  the  downtrodden  “primitives” 
(as  some  reviews  have  labeled  the 
characters),  but  of  the  self- 
important  playwright.  Under  the 
guise  of  a  tough,  gritty, 
“realistic”  view  of  the  people  at 
the  bottom,  comfortable  assump¬ 
tions  about  class  and  gender  are 


reinforced.  White,  middle  and  up¬ 
per  class,  straight  men  can  feel 
perfectly  comfortable  at  Mud  — 
and  positive  reviews  in  the  straight 
press  show  that  many  of  them  did. 
While  happyface,  idealized  visions 
of  working  class/poor  life  would 
be  equally  unwelcome,  the  use  of

poor  people  to  illustrate  “societal 
sloth”  is  offensive,  especially 
when  all  three  characters  lack 
compassion. 

Equally  to  the  point,  what  made 
this  play  suitable  for  a  women’s 
theatre  festival?  There  was  no  real 
sense  or  acknowledgement  that 
the  unsympathetic  female 
character’s  plight  had  anything  to 
do  with  her  gender,  and  there  was 
no  challenge  in  the  work.  It  would 
have  been  very  easy  to  believe  this 
play  was  written  by  a  man,  for 
isn’t  the  failure/punishment  of 
women  a  common  theme  of 
“great”  literature? 

While  the  acting  was  superb, 
and  the  professional  quality  very 
high,  many  people  agreed  this 
play  did  not  belong  in  this  festival: 
this  tied  with  House  on  Mayhem 
Street  for  most  walkouts,  and  was 
the  subject  of  much  angry  discus¬ 
sion  afterward. 

To  be  fair,  when  the  audience 
liked  a  play,  they  praised  the  ac¬ 
tors  and  the  playwright,  and  not 
the  discretion  of  the  selection 
committee;  when  they  disliked  or 
were  offended  by  a  play  .they  criti¬ 
cized  the  festival  organizers.  After 
talking  to  many  women  attending, 
I  think  the  grievance  would  be 
more  accurately  expressed  as  a 
sense  of  betrayal. 

An  unfunded,  overworked  staff 
is  bound  to  run  into  some  dif¬ 
ficulties.  It  took  over  70 
volunteers  to  pull  off  this  year’s 
festival.  (Only  half  of  the  costs 
were  covered  by  box  office 
receipts  —  and  the  other  half 
comes  from  private  donations.) 
The  most  serious  problem  is  that 
the  staff/committee  cannot  read 
the  scripts  for  the  huge  number  of 
applications.  A  number  of  women 
have  already  expressed  interest  in 


seeing,  and  helping,  the  selection 
process  become  two-tiered:  after 
selecting  a  preliminary  batch  of 
say,  30  or  40  plays,  a  screening 
committee  would  actually  read 
them. 

This,  of  course,  raises  the  larger 
questions  of  self-definition  for  the 
Festival,  most  crucially,  who  is 
this  festival  for  and  what  is  it 
about?  What  would  be  the  stan¬ 
dards  for  such  a  reading  commit¬ 
tee?  Why  have  a  “Women  in 
Theatre  Festival”  if  women  are 
not  members  of  a  group  in  need  of 
visibility  and  redress?  Plays  simp¬ 
ly  by  or  about  —  or  worse,  merely 
including  —  women  are  not 
enough. 

This  year  I  came  away  with  the 
feeling  that  the  taboo  word  for  the 
Festival  was  not  “lesbian”  — 
even  if  the  program  notes  did 
seem  evasive  on  the  subject  —  but 
“feminist.”  A  “women’s” 
theatre  festival  is  much  more  like¬ 
ly  to  get  funding  than  a 
“feminist”  one,  but  as  Curb 
points  out,  the  festival  would  not 
exist  without  the  women’s  libera¬ 
tion  movement.  I  would  en¬ 
courage  the  Festival  organizers 
not  to  necessarily  exclude  men, 
but  scripts  by  men.  The  male 
perspective,  even  the  “pro¬ 
feminist”  one,  is  all  too  available 
elsewhere. 

I  hope  the  Women  in  Theatre 
Festival  can  continue,  and  I  urge 
anyone  who  can  to  put  energy  into 
it.  I  agree  with  Performers’ 
Ensemble  Susan  Galbraith:  “To 
raise  concerns  is  more  important 
than  wrapping  everything  up  neat¬ 
ly.”  Let’s  be  less  concerned  with 
mainstream  approval,  and  have 
more  work  that  challenges,  ques¬ 
tions,  and  provokes.

From  All  Walks  of  Life 


Dale  Orlando,  Fenway  Community  Health 
Center’s  new  director,  puts  her  best  sneaker  for¬ 
ward  as  she  urges  everyone  who  owns  sneakers  to 
participate  in  the  AIDS  research  and  support 
pledge  walk  “From  All  Walks  of  Life”  on  June  1. 
Behind  Orlando  are  representatives  of  the  other 
local  and  national  groups  that  will  share  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  walk:  (1  to  r)  John  Pascarelli  of  the 
National  Association  of  People  with  AIDS;  Paul 
Kawata,  director  of  the  National  AIDS  Network; 
Michael  Cicone  of  the  New  England  Hemophilia 
Association;  AIDS  Action  Committee  executive 
director  Larry  Kessler;  Boston  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn;  Elizabeth  Kubler-Ross,  author  of  On  Death 
and  Dying;  and  walk  coordinator,  Liz  Page. 

The  walk  represents  the  first  time  a  fundraiser 
has  involved  AIDS  organizations  that  provide  ser¬ 
vices  to  different  at-risk  groups,  including  gay  men, 
hemophiliacs,  and  IV-drug  users  and  their  children. 
The  theme  “From  All  Walks  of  Life”  represents 
both  increasing  diversity  of  people  with  AIDS  as 


well  as  the  anticipated  diversity  of  hikers. 

The  six-mile  walk,  which  begins  at  Boston  Com¬ 
mon  and  ends  at  the  Hatch  Shell  of  the  Esplanade, 
is  expected  to  raise  $500,000.  Half  of  the  proceeds 
will  go  the  the  AIDS  Action  Committee.  The 
balance  will  be  divided  equally  among:  the  National 
Association  of  People  with  AIDS,  Boston’s  Fen¬ 
way  Community  Health  Center,  the  New  England 
Hemophilia  Association,  the  National  AIDS  Net- 
work/AIDS  Action  Council,  and  Elizabeth  Kubler- 
Ross’  home  for  children  with  AIDS  in  Virginia. 

At  the  press  conference  announcing  the  event, 
Flynn  said  he  is  working  with  state  officials  to  fund 
a  ward  at  Boston  City  Hospital  for  use  as  a  residen¬ 
tial  and  daycare  facility  for  children  with  AIDS.

note  this! 

The  Second  Awakening  of 

Christa  Klages.  Written  and  directed 
by  Margarethe  von  Trotta.  With  Tina  Engel, 
Silvia  Reize  and  Katherina  Thalbach.  At 
Angry  Arts,  Cambridge  YMCA. 

If  a  serious  feminist  film  about  a 
woman  who  robs  a  bank  to  fund  a 
daycare  center  sounds  like  the  sort  of 
well-intentioned  political  film  that 
might  be  hard  to  sit  though  —  take 
heart.  German  director  Margarethe  von 
Trotta  is  known  for  subtle,  engrossing 
films  that  portray  political  ideas  by 
showing  us  how  they  effect  the  lives  of 
people,  particularly  women. 

The  Second  Awakening  of  Christa 
Klages  isn’t  paced  for  action  and 
suspense.  It  begins  with  Christa  alone 
in  an  empty  room  looking  back  on  the 
robbery  and  subsequent  events.  “I  had 
to  create  my  own  jail  before  I  realized 
what  had  happened  to  me.... I  hadn’t 
thought  much  about  myself.”  Christa,  a 
woman  of  action,  is  forced  to  think 
about  what  she’s  done. 

Tina  Engel’s  portrayal  of  Christa 
alone  is  worth  the  price  of  admission. 
Engaging  and  steady  in  her  resolve, 
she’s  the  sort  of  woman  you’d  follow 
anywhere.  On  the  run  with  her  partner 
Werner,  she  doesn’t  so  much  ask  peo¬ 
ple  for  help  as  invite  them  to  take  part 
in  her  good  and  necessary  act. 

Even  the  saucer-eyed  bank  clerk, 
Lena,  becomes  intrigued  by  the  woman 
who  holds  her  at  gun  point  during  the 
robbery.  Flo,  Christa’s  old  school 
chum,  cries  when  she  finds  Christa  at 
her  door.  The  old  friendship  between 
the  two  women  is  rekindled  and 
develops  into  a  relationship  that 
changes  Flo’s  life. 

From  the  title  on,  the  emphasis  in 
Second  Awakening  is  on  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  thought,  as  well  as  action. 
Von  Trotta  shows  us  the  importance  of 
personal  contact,  how  it  can  nourish 
and  change  us.

Two  Women  with  X’s  in  Their 
Names:  An  Original  Evening 

of  Characters.  By  Eric  Ronis  and 
Christopher  Moore.  Presented  by  A.R.T. 
New  Stages,  Cambridge.  April  28. 

I  love  going  to  the  theater  but  the 
third  week  of  February  was  putting  a 
major  damper  on  the  experience.  First 
it  was  Big  Deal  —  a  dismal  evening  of 
overblown  un-fun  —  then  Glengarry 
Glen  Ross  in  which  a  lot  of  straight 
rr>en  talked  dirty  and  make  real  estate 
deals.  Just  when  I  was  about  to  have  a 
serious  entertainment  relapse  and  turn 
on  the  TV,  someone  told  me  about  Two 
Women  with  X’s  in  Their  Names,  which 
was  being  performed  twice  as  part  of 
Harvard  and  Radcliffe’s  Festival  of  Life 
AIDS  benefit.  I  caught  the  second 
show  in  a  Harvard  dorm  basement  on  a 
rainy  Friday  night.  And  boy,  was  I  glad. 

Two  Women  is  performed  and  writ¬ 
ten  by  two  Harvard  undergraduates, 
Eric  Ronis  and  Christopher  Moore.  In 
less  than  two  hours  they  present  a  cast 
of  characters  ranging  from  the 
eponymous  Trixie  Torrentino  and  Rox¬ 
anne  Lautrec,  Vegas  show  girls,  to  two 
gay  men  who  keep  meeting  one 
another  at  auditions  after  their  affair 
has  ended.  Along  the  way  we  meet 
various  movie  stars,  agents,  an  elderly 
married  couple  who  have  gone  to  see  a 
Grace  Jones  movie,  a  Valley  Girl,  and 
Linda  McGurtz,  the  dumbest,  most 
endearing  starlet  ever. 

Like  Lily  Tomlin  (who  is  clearly  an  in¬ 
spiration)  Ronis  and  Moore  find  laughs 
in  the  most  unlikely  places  and 
discover  heartfelt  emotion  in  the  most 
comical. 

Beautifully  acted,  sharply  percep¬ 
tive,  Two  Women  with  X's  in  Their 
Names  is  deeply  satisfying.  It  is  also 
one  of  the  gayest  —  in  both  script  and 
sensibility  —  that  you  will  see  in  town.
